A sharp woman who has opinions and is 
not afraid to express them was snapping her 
bright lrish eyes and making emphatic re- 
marks in a ciean little home at No. 36 String 
street, where my gtide nextled me. She 
was there to give herself the poor satisfac- 
tion of knowing that her asthmatic old 
father and feeble mother had not quite 
starved yet, and was giving her hus 
band a character at the same 
time. This is where Thomas Redman, 
63, lived with his wife of 69 for fifteen years. 
The two little rooms show the care of the 
old woman and her thritt and frugality. But 
that avails her nothing now. Thomas Red- 
man wili work no more, and was sitting 
breathless with asthma listening to his 
daughter’s indignant remarks. Her husband 
couid do something for her parents, but, ac- 
cording to her, was too mean to provide for 
his own family or even to heiphis own 
mother, who is but littie better off. Old 
Mrs. Redman does what she can to make a 
living, but sickness and old age make tne 
struggie unequal. There will be littie to be 
_. thankful for tomorrow. Perhaps old Thomas 
Redman’s asthma will not leave him breath 
enough to offer thanks even if there was, 
But somebody might try it just as an exver- 
iment. Enough to eat would not make his 
breath any shorter. : 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Rosa Huggins did not 
need to ask help of any one. Sbe lives at 
No. 102 East Van Buren street, and her son 
made a living by doing hand-painting on the 
outside of houses. It was not a tine living 
he made, with an old mother and a sister 
with spinal disease to support. Another sis- 
ter worked when she could find anything to 
do. Then the father, who had been a Union 
soldier, lingered a year and died of consump- 
tion. Ali this took money, and day after day 
‘the son climbed the shaky scaffoiding to 
earn what was needed. Three weeks ago 
something gave way and the support of tne 
family was brought to the three little rooms 
on 8 stretcher—dead.

AN ADDRESS FROM OHIO WOOL-GROWERS. 


Unity and Activity to Avert the Peril of 
Free Trade or Free Wool Ureed, 
Cotumsus, O., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—At a 


called meeting of the Ohio Wool-Growers’ 


Association, held today ut the Neil House, an 
important address to the wool-growers of the 
United States,was prepared; There was a 
good attendance of members and the address 
bore the signatures of David Harpster, 
President of the association; W. N. Camden, 


Secretary ; Charles Stoolfire. M. H. Rhoads, - 


members of the Executive Committee; David 
Boyd, J. C. Watson, C. Delano, T. C. Jones, 
C. K. Fowler. isaac Clink, J. M. Allen, C. 
Casweil, William Lawrence, and A. E. 
Spragcues. The address is guite.iengthy, but 
the essential features are as follows: 

In view of the imminent danger which threat- 
ens all the industries of our Nation, and espccial- 
ly the producuion and manufacture of wool, the 
wool-growers of Obio hereby address the follow- 
ing sentiments to the wool-growers of the United 
States, and urge the necessity of unity ana activ- 
ity in order to avert the peril of free trade or free 
wool with which they are now menaced. The 
wool-growers of Ohio, therefore. advocate a pro- 
tective system. A tariff for revenue will not se- 
cure protection. The result of the last Presi- 
dential election was an emphatic expression by a 
large majority of the peoplein favorof a com- 
prebensive system embracing ‘all our industries, 


{ neluding the protection of wool by name. If the 


Repubhcan: party in its legislation or adminis- 
trative departments fails to comply with the ex- 
pression it will secure the reproach of insinceri- 
ty or of inability to perform its duty. As wool- 


' growers we ask for such legislation and such ad- 


ministration of existing laws as are required by 
the deliberate promises made by the Republican 
party prior to the last Presidential election. We 
recognize the importance of preserving the wool- 
manufacturing industry. 

The resolutions denounce the injustice of 
ailowing the carpet industry to damage the 
wool industry by importing clothing wool 
voder the faise name of carpet wool. The 
wool-growers of the United States are called 
upon to be fully represented in the Nayonal 
Convention of Wool-Growers to assemble 
Washington Dec. 3, 1889. They are urgea 
ask that Congress sball give the wool and 
mutton industry protection to the full extent 
of the most favored manufacturing indus- 
tries,

What the Managers ot Mr. Morton’s Hotel 
Have to Say. 
Wasnineton, VD. C., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—

There have been so many conflicting reports 
regarding the management of Vice-President 
Morton's apartment house that a reporter called 
on Messrs. Beall, Brown & Co., agents for the 
Shoreham, to ascertain the tacts. Mr. Brown 
said: ‘‘lam glad vou calied, for it gives mé an 
opportunity to correct an erroneous impression 
that exists in the minds of many people“nrough- 
out the country. In the first place the agency 
for leasing the apartments and the general man- 
agementof the Shoreham was placed in the 
hands of our firm long before the building was 
completed. Since we assumed the management 
all leases and business arrangements connected 
with the property have been made py our firm. 
in tne second place there is notruth whatever 
in the many statements that have been made 
that there is a bar, saioon, or buffet in the build- 
ing, or that Mr. Morton had signed an applica- 
tion for 4 license to sell liquors in the Shore- 
ham. In fact, in our agreement with Mr. 
Keenan, the manager, it was expressly stipulat- 
ed that no part of the building should be used as 
&@ bur, saloon, or buffet for the sale of wines, 
malt or spirituous liquors. However, Mr. Kee- 
nan foundit imperative, in order to supply a 
family at dinner, luncheon, or other meais with 
abottie of beer or wine, to take out a hotel 
license in accordance with the lawsof the Dis- 
trict. This application was madein Mr. Mor- 
ton’s absence and without his knowledze. 

“I wish to say now that Mr. Morton's interest 
in the Shoreha:ia beyond his ownership is con- 
fined to the pacenge derived from the leasing of 
the apartments, It is just the same as though 
he owned a row of furnished houses on Connecti- 
cut avenue.

STRONG TESTIMONY IN REBUTTAL. 


Witnesses Swarm to the Stand in Support 
of the State. 

William Nieman was recalled and examined 
by the State’s Attorney. He had met James Hy- 
land, but the latter was not in his saloon Sunday 
night, May 5. 

Q.—Were you 1n your saloon all that Sunday 
night? A.— Yes, sir. I was there from 7 o'clock 
in the morning until 1 o'clock the next morning. 

Q.—Was Hyland or P. O'Sullivan in your 
saioon at all that night? A.—Not that I know of. 

Q.—What kind of a crowd had you in your 
Ssaioon Sunday night? A.—All the way from 
twelve to fifteen from noontime up to 12:20. 

Mr. Forrest cross-examined the witness as to 
people im the salcon Monday and Tuesday 
nights, but brought out uothing of importance. 

Simon Ohblson, engaged by J. Siegersteen, a 
liveryman, No. 121 Chicago avenue, was ex- 
amined by Mr, Milis. He had rented a carriage 
May 4 to Johu O'Malley from 6:30 p. m. to 19:30 
a. m. 

(.-— Were you in the stable when the carriage 
Wentout?

Q.- From the time you left Coughlin’s aeheos 
at u little after 6:30 until you returned late o 
towards midnight was illiam Coughlin, the 
saloonkeeper, at any moment in your carriage? 
A.—WNo, sir. 

Q.—Have you stated all the different places at 
wae pee stopped that night? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Did you go onto Van Buren street on the 
sh Side at ail that night? A. (emphatically)— 

oO, no. 

Mr. Forrest cross-examined the witness at 
length as to the team he had taken out before 
and after May 4, and as to the length of time the 
carriage stooa in front of Coughlin’s. Witness 
said it was ten or fifteen minutes, 

Q.—When did you first think of that trip after 
May 4? When did you first talk about it after 
May 4’ A.—l talked with the lawyers last week; 
that was the first time after May 4. 

®.—And you were able to remember every 
place you went to and every street you went on? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Robert P, Stanton was recalled and was exam- 
ined by Mr. Hynes. 

Q.—You have already testified in this case that 
you printed the cards of P. O'Sullivan, one of 
which cards has been introduced in evidence 
here. Does anybody delivercards in your es- 
tablishment except yourself and the foreman? 

Mr. Forrest—I object. That is just what they 
proved on direct examination—the delivery of 
the cards. 

Mr. Hynes—And that has not been denied by 
the defense. But Mr. Minnehan has been put on 
the stand by the defense, and he testified that to- 
ward the close of April he obtained a pile of cards 
that he indicated to be about four or five inches 
high, Thatis what we want to rebut. 

r. Mills—He said he went into the office, and 
the man in the office called the foreman up and 
told him to give nim the cards. 

Mr. Donahoe—He described that man as a red- 
headed young man. I asked this man on cross- 
examination if he remembefed of Mr. O'Sullivan 
or his man coming for cards, and he said he could 
not remember. 

Mr. Hynes (to the witness)—Have you a red- 
headed young man in your office? A.—No, sir. 

Q—Was there in April or May last? A.—No, 
sir. 

Mr. Donuhoe—Why, the red-headed young man 
was on the witness stand. Somebody has per- 
jured himself. 

‘ The Court—Please do not say that, Mr, Dona- 
oe. 

Mr. Hynes—There was a boy that worked for 
him. (Tothe witness.) Was that boy in the of- 
fice? A.—No, sir; the boy is a mechanic, and is 
not in the office. He is in the mechanical de- 
partment, 

Mr. Hynes (to the witness)—Did any of O’Sul- 
livan’s men come in there while you were in the 
office, or about the premises, and ask for the 
cards? \ 

Mr. Donahoe—Wait a minute; there is no evi- 
dence that they did. 

Mr. Hynes—There is testimony, whether you 
consider it evidence or aot. 

Mr. Donahoe—I cross-examined this man whom 
you now have here when he was on the witness 
stand for the purpose of finding out then if ne 
could identify any of Mr. O’Sullivan's men.» He 
said he could not. 

Mr. Hynes (to the witness)—Who occupied the 
office in April and May? A.—The bookkeeper, 
the editor, and myself. 

The Court—I think if there were three men oc- 
cupied. that office it should be duly shown. 

Mr. Hynes—I can ask this man if he did a cer- 
tain thing and then I ean ask each of the others. 
The testimony shows that MinneLan says he was 
directed by one of the men in the office. It must 
have been by Mr. Stanton or one of tne others. 
(To the witness.) Did you direct any of the men 
in the office to go and get the cards, or direct any 
man to goto the foreman, or did you direct the 
foreman to goand get the cards? A.—No, sir. 

Mr. Donahoe—I move that this testimony be 
excluded, 

The Court—No, not at present; they may not 
carry it far enough, and then I may do so. 

Mr. Hynes read tne testimony given by the 
witness for the defense, in which he described 
the foremon who gave him the cards as a “thin, 
slim fellow, I think with a sandy mustache.”’ 

q.—Did you have'a man answering that de- 
scription in your employ in April or May last? 
A.—No, sir, 

Harry L. MeMahen, @ printer living at No. 549 
Lincoln avenue and employed on the Lake View 
Record, was called and examined by Mr. Hynes, 
He said he did not remember giving any cards to 
any of O’Sullivan’s men or any one else, nor was 
he called up at the office and directed to deliver 
cards to P. O’Sullivan's man. 

On the cross-examination by Mr. Forrest, it 
was endeavored to be shown that the witness 
answered the description given of the man who 
gave one of O’Sullivan’s men some cards, but 
McMahon said he dia not deliver any cards to 
any one, 


A STRONGER CASE THAN EVER, 


The State Shows How Weak the Defend- 
ants’ Alibis Are. 

Inspector Ebersold was then put on the stand 
and examined by Mr. Longenecker. He said he 
knew Officers M. J. Crowe and Andrew Rohan. 
They were put on the Cronin case. Neither of 
them ever reported to the witness that William 
Mertes had said to them that there was a 
scuffiing or row in the Carlson cottage the even- 
ing he passed it May 4. Neither of the officers 
had ever so informed him. 

On the cross-examination by Mr. Forrest the 
Inspector was asked whether there was not con- 
siderable confusion in the Police Department at 
tue time and he would be likely to forget any 
verbal report made tohim, The Inspector denied 
that there was any confusion that would affect 
him in his police duty, and as there were only 
four officers working on the case at that time, 
and they made reports in the morning, he could 
recollect just what they were. 

Marie Bruntz, wife of Theodore Bruntz, a hard- 
ware dealer at No. 1128 Belmont avenue, was 
calledin rebuttal and examined by Mr Hynes. 
the said she remembered selling Frank Hoertel, 
the husband of Caroline Hoertel, a lock. She 
could not give the exact time, but could place it 
by another circumstance, Hoertel bought some 
nails on or about May 15, aud he had bought the 
lock three weeks before that. Anentry had been 
made on the order-book for the nails, as they 
were to be delivered. 

Mr. Forrest cross-examined Mrs, Bruntz at 
some length. He called her attention to one 
night when he called at the house and ber hus- 
band gotup and let him in. When she was 
asked what time she sold the lock to Hoertel she 
said: “I don’t know.”’ 

Mrs. Bruntz said she remembered the circum- 
stance persone: and she was in bed and sleepy 
at the time, hen the question was asked her 
about the sale of the lock she did not know at that 
moment just when ithad been bought by Hoer- 


‘tel, but afterwards she remembered it on account 


of the sale of the nails. 

Q.—Is there in your,book any place of entry of 
that lock? A.—No, we don't carry any cash ac- 
countin the book. I remember the sale of the 
lock, because Mr. Hoertel told me when he 
bought the lock that he was going to lock out bis 
wife. |Laughter.} 

Q.—Had you thought about that lock from the 
time it was sold up tothe time that I called there 
to see your husbana? A.—I remembered selling 
the lock on account of Hoertel’s speaking so 
much about locking out his wife. [Laughter.] 

The Court—I want to. say to people who are 
visiting here that they must respect the pro- 

rieties of the court-room. They must not 

augh. They must respect the proceedings. 

Mr. Forrest—Well, I will give itup. I cannot 
get an answer from the witness to my last ques- 
tion. (To the State’s Attorney)—Is Hoertel to 
be a witness? 

Mr. Hynes—We will see whether your saloon- 
keever Ertel will let him come. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Forrest—I have nothing to do with any 
saloonkeeper. 

The State’s Attorney~Well, be seems to be 
controlling him. 

Albert H. Kleinecke was examined in rebuttal 
by Mr. Mills on behalf of the State. He said he 
lived at No. 1135 Rescoe street, Was a contractor 
and builder, and also ran a pluning-mill and 
sash and doar factory at No. 1001 Racine avenue. 
He knew Mrs. Paulina Hoertel, 

Q@.—Do you remember seeing Mrs. Hoertel in 
the early part of this year, in the spring? A,— 
Yes, sir, l remember in the early part of this year 
seeing ber climb in a window. 

sir. Forrest—I object to that. There is no evi- 
dence that she did not climb in her window in 
the early part of May. 

Q.—Can you tell the time in the week that oc- 
currence took place? A.—The week ending 
May 4. ' 

Q.—I will ask what happened that attracted 
your attention in that week? A.—She evidently 
could not get into the house. 

Mr. Forrest—That cannot be rebuttal, and I 
move that it be stricken out, 

State’s Attérney Longenecker—We are show- 
ing that she hadtoclimbupon a stepladder in 
order to get into the house. 

Considerable time was spent in argument by 
Messrs. Hynes, Miils. and Forrest as to the ad- 
missibility of the question in rebuttal of Salz- 
man's (the locksmitn’s) testimony—that he put 
on anew lock after May 8 The court finally 
decided to let the evidence in and the witness 
continued: 

The first I noticed of her was some one called 
my attention to her going up the ladder to the 
second story window of ber home. The ladder 
was placed up to the window nearest to the 
porch, if I recolieet mght. 

Q@—Did you see her get into the house that 
way? A.—I saw her get in through the window, 
yes, sir. 

Q.—At what hour of the day was that? A.~I 
am noi positive of the hour, but I think it was 


one of those intidents which come into & case 
where technically you might make it inadmis- 
sibie. I don't know from a purely technical 

int of view if it 1s not corroborative rather than 
mpeaching. However, it is a question in the 
discretion of the court, and I will rule just as I 
have and leave it in. 

Christian Thiessen, a machinist, was examined 
by Mr. Mills. He testified that be had lived at 
Robey street and Racine avenue about a year 
and had been a resident of Lake View since May, 
1888. He had known August Saizman since 
August, 1888. He knew his general reputation 
for truth and veracity, and thought it bad. From 
his knowledge of that reputation be would under 
no circumstances believe him under oath. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Forrest it ap- 
peared that he had never heard any one say any- 
thing against Salzman’s varacity except Mrs, 
Salzman,in the course of domestic quarrels. 
The court, on motion of Mr. Forrest, ordered 
the evidence stricken from the record. 

Edward A, King of No. 1402 Wrightwood ave- 
nue, for two years past a Deputy Assessor in 
Lake View, was called and examined by Mr. 
Mills. He had known August Saizman aince 
iast February of March and knew his general 
reputation in the neighborhood where he lived 
for truth and veracity to be bad, From his 
knowledge of that reputation he would aot be- 
lieve him under oath. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Forrest the wit- 
ness said he bad been admitted to the bar and 
Salzman came to get the witness to defend him 
in a case before Justice Henarick. He had 
talked with ex-Justice Barnard and Mr. Hoch- 
kirch about Salzman. 

Q.—What did barnard say? A.—He came into 
the office and he did not have any money to pay 
the advance costs, and he said he would come 
back the next day. Barnard said he wouldn't 
believe him and that he wouldn't come back— 
and he didn’t come back, I was there that day 
and the next day, and asked him, and even in- 
quired of Mr. Salzman, and he said he didn't. 

Q.—Mr. Hochkirch, wbat 1s bis business? A.—I 
don’t know; he lives in Lake View somewhere, 

Q.—Tell meif ican finahim, A.—I guess you 
can find him if you wait a little; be will be here. 
[ Laughter. ] 

Q.—What did you hear him say? A.—As a 
brother-in-lawhe said he wouldn't believe him 
under oath. That was along about March |. 
He had him arrested for assault and battery, and 
I was defending him. 

Q.—And at that time he said be would not be- 
lieve him under oath? A.—He didn't say it in 
court, but he said he wouldn't believe him be- 
cause he jumped his bail,and then he said he 
wouldn’t believe him under oath. 

Q.—What bail did he jump? A.—He jumped a 
bail in which I was a bondsman. 

Q@.—And you had to payit? A.—Yes, I didn't 
pay the bond, but I settled up the costs. 

q.— Were you admitted to the bar? A.—Not in 
this State—in the State of Michigan. 

A.—Licensed to practice in the State of Michi- 
gan? A.—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Forrest then moved to strike out the testi- 
mony of the witness and the court denied the 
motion, whereupon Mr. Forrest took an excep- 
tion. 

Charles Raforth of No, 881 Southport avenue 
was examined by Mr. Mills in rebuttal. He had 
known August Salzman about nine months and 
knew his general reputation for truth and veraci- 
ty to be bad. From his knowledge of that repu- 
tation he didn’t know whether he would believe 
him under oath or not, 

On cross-examination the witness said he did 
not know where Salzman now lived, but thought 
it was on Lincoln avenue. Ge didn’t .know 
where he lived last August. The only person he 
remembered to have heard speak of Salzman’s 
reputation was Mr. King. 

r. Forrest moved to strike out the testimony 
of the witness, but the court allowed it to stand. 

Charles Newman, a candy peddler of No. 437 
School street, was examined by Mr. Millis. He 
too knew August Salzman; had known him ever 
since Salzman came from the old country, some 
eighteen months ago. He knew his general rep- 
utation for truth and veracity to be bad and 
would not believe him under oath. 

The cross-examination was by Mr. Forrest. 

Q@.—Will you give us the name of any person 
who has spoken about Salzman’ A.—Yes, a 
man named Sinkey, who said that Saizman led 
about a cow. 

The court then took a recess until 2 o'clock. 


HIS REPUTATION sOMEWHAT POOR. 


Many Witnesses Impeach the Truth and 
Verscity of *alzman. 

Frederick Hochkirch, a hodcarrier living at No. 
#28 School street, was the first witness at the 
afternoon session. Examined by Mr. Mills he 
testified that he knew August Salzman weil, and 
his general reputation for truthand veracity was 
bad, so bad that the witness would not believe 
him under oath. 

On, cross-examination Mr. Forrest asked the 
witness todefine the words truth and veracity. 
Tbe answer was: 

Reputation is the conduct of. the man—how he 
conducts himself towards others—and veracity 
means how a man speaks, true or false. 

Salzman was the man that had a lawsuit with 
the witness over a cow, and the suit cost him 
considerable money. 

Christof Brunke, also a Nodcarrier and living 
at No. 429 Otto street, was next examined by Mr. 
Loygenecker. He had lived in America nine 
years and had known Salzman two years. Sualz- 
man’s reputation for telling the truth was bad, 
and he was a bad man. 

The cross-examination by Mr. Forrest drew out 
the statement that a policeman and another man 
called at the home of the witness Monday night. 
The officer asked if the witness knew August 
Salzman and of receiving an affirmative answer 
promptly subpoenaed him. He had heard a Mrs. 
Kading speak of Salzman 4s a liar. 

The court overruled Mr. Forrest’s motion to 
strike out the testimony of this witness. 

Patrick Dinan, the liveryman, was recalled by’ 
the State and examined in rgbuttal by Mr. 
Hynes, In spite of an objection by Mr. Forrest 
he was allowed to say that in the conversation 
with Capt. Schaack and Dan Coughlin early in 
May he said to Schaack and Coughlin regarding 
the driver: “ You can do your own describing. 
Coughlin knows him and saw him, and can de- 
scribe him to you better than I can,”’ or words to 
that effect. 

Mr. Hynes—lI will ask you to state what effect, 
if any. rain has upon the color of your white 
horse, the horse that was driven that night. 

Mr. Forrest objected, but the oojection was 
overruijed and an exception taken. 

A.—Well, I guess the borse doesn’t look so 
well, A’white horse or any other horse won't 
look so well when he is wet as when he is dry. 

Q.—But what effect does it have on the color of 
the horse? A.—The horse does not look quite so 
well. 

Q.—How does it affect the horse? Does it 
lighten the color or darken the color? A.—It 
don't make it any lighter, that is certain; if any- 
thing, darker. 

Mr. Forrest moved to strike out the testimony 
regarding the conversation; also the testimony 
regarding the effect of rain on the color of the 
horse, as not being expert testimony. Both mo- 
tions were overruled, and exceptions were taken 
in both cases. 

Andrew B. Anderson was examined as a wit- 
ness in rebuttal by Mr. Hynes. He testified that 
he Kepta livery stable at Nos. 1786 and 17388 
North Ashland avenue, at the corner of School 
street, up to May 6. Nieman opened a saloon at 
the corner of School street and North Ashland 
avenue May 3. The witness was in Nieman's 
place Sunday evening, May 5, two or three times 
between 7 and 10 o'eiock. There were three or 
four men playing pool and two tables of card- 
piayers. When he left at 10 o’clock there were 
ten or twelve there anywiy. 

On cross-examination the witness told Mr. For- 
rest that he wasin there about an hour alto- 
gether. On the redirect he explained that there 
was a door leading from the saloon to the stable. 

Chester P. Smith was examined by the State’s 
Attorney. He had made an examination of the 
files of all the Caily papers from May 4 up to 
May 26 and 27 in regard to Cougblin and the 
white horse, 

Q.—Did you find in any of the papers prior to 
May 25 a publication of the fact that Dinan’s 
age borse was hired by Dan Cougblin? A:— 

oO, sir. 

Q.—Or that his name was connected with it in 
any way’ A.—No, sir. 

Both these questions and answers were al- 
Sete to stand in spite of Mr. Forrest's objec- 

ons. 

cdward H. Bailey, one of the editors of the 
Lake View Record, living at No. 491 Cleveland 
avenue, Was ©xamined in rebutt&l by Mr. Hynes. 
He had no recollection of baving seen anybody 
in his office in April or early in May and asking 
for cards of P. O'Sullivan or the O'Sullivan Ice 
company. He had no recollection of having called 
to the foreman or referred any one to the fore- 
man on this subject. 

On cross-examination by Mr. Forrest the wit- 
ness said he had been at his office every week 
day since he had been employed there, thongh he 
couldn't tell how long be was there on any par- 
ticular day. 

The court allowed the testimony to stand in 
spite of Mr. Forrest’s objections. Mr. Forrest 
wok an exception. 

James Feltham, a witness called on behalf of 
the defendant Beggs, was examined by Mr. Fos- 
ter. For the last two or three months he had 
been a custodian in the Sheriff's office. He was 
a health officer under aren Roche for two 

ears. He was secretary of the meeting of the 

irst Ward Kepublhcan Ciub at the election of 
officers held May 4 at the Grand Pacific and had 
brought the club’s records with him. He did not 
know whether Beggsor Bailey Dawson was in 
the rotunda of the hotel that night or not. 

Mr. Forrest—It is certain that I will introduce 
testimony tomorrow morning. 

The Court—Upon what poiut? 

Mr. Forrest—Upon the point of their reply to 
the cabman. I will show that Coughiin and 
O'Malley went together that night and went to 
the place they said they went. I will trace them 
allalong the route. They put the cabman on 
this morning, and the cabman said Coughiin 
diuin’t go with O'Malley that night and never 
went on Van Buren street, It is brought out in 
their rebuttal. Now, then, what I want to show 
is that he went to their opening. and nine or ten 
witnesses I have will say that O'Mailey and 
Coughlin were together that night and went 
there. I will prove that they went in that car- 
riage by witnesses.

Mr. Forrest—We offer this suggestion as to the 
order of speaking: Prosecution. defense (Mr.

oster and me, because Mr. Foster speaks about 
Beggs only, and about nobody else. I expect 
Mr. Foster will clear up that Camp No. 20 busi- 
ness, so thatit will not be necessary forme to 
say anything aoout it, and so itis really one 
speech or one set of topics. 

The Court—There is another way. Let Mr. 
Foster speak eartier in the case. It may be by 
an airangement, but be will have a haif an hour 
to speak on this particular thing. It might be 
provided, Mr. Foster, that you should speak 
twice. First on the general case and then half 
an hour before Mr. Forrest commences speak- 
ing upon any of the matters that the other gen- 
tlemen have called out. 

A private conterence then took place between 
all the counsel for the defendants and the State, 
in order, if possible, that some amicable arrange- 
might be arrived at for the argument. Mr. Fos- 
ters chief ground of contention was that, as Mr. 
Milis would close the State’s case and Mr. 
Hynes would speak for the State as the third 
counsel, he at least should have a chance to 
speuk between Mr. Hynes and Mr. Mills in order 
that his client’s interest might be fully protect- 
ed. He was willing to pledge himself not to dis- 
cuss the entire case, but to confine his remarks 
solely to Beggs. 

Mr. Forrest said Mr. Wing would open the 
case, and would touch on everything, leaving 
nothing untouched, and that his speech 
would in fact be areply. It was intimated that 
Mr. Forrest would probably take two if not 
three days in his speech, and Mr. Mills, and pos- 
sibly others, would take two days. The matter 
was eventually left for the court to arrange, and 
Judge McConnell announced that he would give 
his decision regarding the arrangement of the 
speakers Friday morning. 


TO BOYCOTT COAL BARON W. L. SCOTT. 


Miners’ Organizations, Knights of Labor, 
and Federated Trades to Unite. 

Pitrssvure, Pa., Nov. 26.—[Special. |—The 
miners’ organizations have secured the co- 
operation of the Knights of Labor and the 
Federation of Labor in a boycotting cam- 
paign against William L. Scott. The war is 
to be carried on at Chicago, on the lakes, in 
Western Pennsyivania, and in the anthracite 
region of this State. At Chicago and vicini- 
ty the school boards and municipal. autbor:- 
ties have been urged to buy no coal from 
William L. Scott & Co. or the Brazil 
Block Coal company. The request, it is 
claimed, has been accompanied by a sugges- 
tion of a politicai influence impossibie to ig- 
nore. Labor leaders nere point to Scott's re- 
cent letter to Gov. Fifer of Lllinois, wherein 
he says he can sell po coal, even at a reduc- 
tion, for proof of the effectiveness of the 
boycott. They refer also to the recent forced 
sale of the Cnicago & Indiana raiiroad as the 
result of the same infinences, and claim to 
have ruined the business of a New Albany, 
Ihd., manufacturer, once worth $38,000,000, be- 
cause he worked in harmony with the Scott 
clique. Lake steamers have also been in- 
duced to quit patronizing Mr. Scott’s inter- 
ests. The same policy is to be pursued with 
regard to the Youghiogheny Coal company, 
Mr. Scott’s chief concern near Pittsburg. In 
addition it has been decided to fight all Mr. 
Scott’s political movements in this State, and 
this will have an important bearing on the 
coming Gubernatorial campaign. 


LYNCHED BECAUSE HE WAS DISLIKED, 


Hans Olson’s Taking Off at Preston, Wis., 
Was Coldbiooded and Unprovoked. 

Mitwavker, Wis., Nov. 26.—[Special.;— 
The lynching of Hans Olson at Preston, 
Trempealeau County, Wis., Sunday night 
was coldblooded and unprovoked. Olson was 
considered a general nuisance in the com- 
munity where he lived, and this appears to 
be the only cause for the lynching. That he 
was generally detested among his neighbors 
is evident from the fact that over 100 men 
and boys took party in the lynching. Olson 
was taken from his home Sunday night by 
the mob, many of whom were masked, and 
hanged to atree, where his body was ieft 
until Monday morning. But one arrest bas 
been made thus far. There is little doupt 
but that Olson was demented. He was well- 
to-do at one time, but lost much. of his prop- 
erty through litigation, which, judging from 
his subsequent acts, had affected his mind. 
In 1887 he was convicted of charging grubs 
with gunpowder, nearly destroying a family 
at Blair. During the summer he was jailed 
at Whitehail for threats against some neigh- 
bors, and wes discharged last week. On 
his return home he was ordered to leave the 
county, which he refused to do, and the 
lynching was the result. Olson was 50 years 
of age. 


TERRITORIAL FARMERS’ ALLIANCE, 
Probable Action of the Gathering Now in 
Seasion at Aberdeen, N. D. 

Sroux Farts, 8. D., Nov. 26.—[Special,}— 
The Territorial Farmers’ Alliance, which 
commenced at Aberdeen today, will proba- 
bly prepare a bill to regulate the railroad 
traffic in the two Dakotas, which will be 
presented to the respective Legisiatures for 
passage. The Territorial Alliance will be 
divided into two distinct State alliances for 
each State. Among other important ques- 
tions to be disposed of 1s whetner the alli- 
ance of South Dakota shail erecta manufact- 
uring planton its grounds at Watertown and 
start in the manufacture of all kinds of agri- 
cultural implements, binding twine, and the 
like. The meeting will also prepare a memo- 
rial to Congress urging national aid for the 
encouragement of irrigation, and probably 
will prescribe a suitable usury and collection 
law for South Dakota.

WITH LIFE FROM A FALL.

A Beaffolding on the Fourth Floor Gives 
Way and All Receive Severe Injuries— 
The Hurt—Jadge Knickerbocker De- 
cides a Claim Against the Gano Estate 
“Too Gauzy”—Colder Weather and 
More Snow Predicted fer Chicago— 
Other Local News, 


An overweighted scaffolding at Thirty-seventh 
street and Portland avenue gave way yesterday 
noon and injured tiveof the workmen. Their 
names are: 

DELENO CURRIE, No. 5616 La Salle street; 
right leg broken. 

PETER OLESEN, No. 64 Milton avenue, collar- 
bene and left leg broken. 7 

WITTELLIS MALUSTROM, No. 2818 Vernon ave- 
nue, left leg broken and other serious injuries. 

ERIC ANDERSEN, No. 111 Milton avenue, right 
ankle dislocated. 

OLAF JOHNSEN, collar Done broken. 

The accident occurred on the fourth floor of 
the new public school building. The injured 
men, who are all carpenters. had a narrow °s- 
cape from instant death. Currie is the foreman 
of the carpenter work, and with his four com- 
panions was preparing to leave the scaffolding of 
the fourth floor, where they had been working. 
The frame work was weak and gave way and the 
five men fell twenty-four feet, being saved from 
@ fall to the ground only by some frame work on 
the second floor. 

The injured men lay groaning on the floor, 
covered with broken timbers, until some of their 
fellow-workmen came: to their assistance ana 
took them to the offices of neighboring phy- 
sicians. Here their injuries received attention, 
and four were taken to their homes in carriages. 

Malustrom, however, was taken to the Michael 
Reese Hospital. He is the most dangerously in- 
jured one of the five, and itis hard to tell wheth- 
er or not he will live. He received severe inter- 
nal injuries, the extent of which cannot yet be 
learned, 

Those taken home are not dangerously hurt, 
though bruised considerably in addition to the 
other injuries sustained. 


THE COURT HELD IT “TOO GADZY.” 


A Claim Against the Gano Estate Disal- 
lowed by Judge Knickerbocker. 

Judge Knickerbocker heard a ciaim for %6,000 
against the estate of the late William H. Gano 
yesterday. Mr. Gano Was a prominent Board of 
Trade man, about 55 years old, He died a year 
ago, leaving an estate of $30,000 to his relatives. 
He occupied a costly residence on Ashland ave- 
nue. Shortly after his estate got into the Probute 
Court William Slosson, a Halsted street grocer, 
appeared before the Probate Judge with a prom- 
issory note for $6,000 purporting to have been 
signed by Gano two years before his death prom- 
ising to pay within no given time to Mrs. R 
Rood or bearer. 

Mrs. Rood, it appears, is the owner of a 
massage establishmeut on West Madison street. 
Slosson claimed that he bought the note of Mrs. 
Rood for a note for $2,000 executed by him in 
favor of Mrs. Rood. but he had never paid the 
$2,000 obligation. The Gano estate was repre- 
sented by David B. Lyman and Col. Huntington 
W. Jackson, 

“ We were along time forcing the claim to an 
issue,’’ said Mr. Lyman. ~‘“‘Slosson kept it on 
the claim calendar an entire year, and once dis- 
missed it, but afterward reinstated it We 
claimed at the outset that Mr. Gano never gave 
the note. Finally Slosson came in today and 
made an affidavit that Mrs. Rood was too ill to 
appear in court, but would swear that Gano gave 
her the note for value received. To get a trial 
we admitted that she would testify to it, and the 
claim was taken up.” 

Upon the hearing the Gano heirs produced 
Banker Rawson and seven other witnesses who 
were familiar with Mr. Gano’s handwriting. The 
note was submitted in evidence. It was written 
in Mrs. Rood's handwriting, as was admitted, on 
acommon jagged piece of paper, and was dated 
June 30, 1886, but the signature purported to be 
Gano's. The eight witmesses swore that it was 
not his signature, and experts in chirography 
compared it with a signature udmitted to be 
Gano’s and testified that it was not his. 

The court said that the story was “ too gauzy,” 
and that a business-man on the Board of Trade 
in possession of his faculties and good heaith 
was not likely to sign such a paper without good 
cause. 

“ What was the cOnsideration for which the 
deceased gave Mrs. Kood this note?’ inquired 
the court. + 

“That is a question that only Mrs. Rood can 
answer."’ replied Siosson’s attorney. ‘ I under- 
stand that she would have no hesitation in tell- 
ing the court privately, but she is ill and we can’t 
get her here.’ 

‘* Weill, the claim is disallowed and you can 
take an appeal if you want to,” said the Judge.” 

Mr. Lyman said: “The hint that there was 
anything illicit between Gano and the woman is 
asiander. He was a man of rectitude and ex- 
eimplary habits.” 


LOOK OUT FOR COLD WEATHER. 


We Will Probably Have Some Before the 
End ofthe Week. 

“The difference between the lake wind and 
the land wind at present,”’ said Seret. Franken- 
feld of the Signal Service yesterday afternoon 
in discussing the weather, “is 14°—that is the 
lake windis 14° warmer than the land wind.

There 
are indications of another storm.altogether more 
severe than this one, having its origin in Dako- 
ta, and then, if the wind isin the right direction, 
all I have got to sey is look out.” 


THEY GOT LIF SENTENCES, 


and Foy Convicted in Judge 
Baker's Court Yesterday. 

In Judge Baker's court yesterday the verdict 
of the jury in the Russell robbery case, which 
they had reached at midnight after six hours of 
deliberation, was read, and Robert Russell and 
Michael Foy found themselves convicted and 
given life terms in the penitentiary. Manning B. 
Pletz was found guilty and given five years and 
Paimer Johnson was acquitted. The jury was 
obliged to fix the punishment of Russell and Foy 
at life imprisonment because they were indicted 
upder the Habitual Criminals act and it was life 


or nothing. 

The crime with which the men were charged 
was the robbery of James Gilmore, aclerk in 
George Hoadley’s grocery store, No. 1457 West 
Madison street, about 7 o’clock the evening of 
Feb. 5. They touk $8 4t the point of a revolver, 
besides emptying the till, and as they left the 
store fired the revolver. Gilmore and Mr. and 
Mrs. Hoadley positively identified ali four men, 
but six citizens of Joliet testified that they saw 
Johnson there that ufternoon as well as the day 
before and the day after, and the jury didn’t be- 
lieve he could have been in Chicago at tne same 
time. The evidence Was no stronger sguinst the 
other three, but their a)ibis, all located in Chi- 
cage, were not so convincing. Russell and his 
father, mother. and sister swore he'was at home 
that night eating supper at 7 o'clock. 

Russell and Foy were given one-year sentences 
in 1887 on pleas of guilty for robbery and larceny, 
respectively, and it was that damaging record 
which under the Habitual Criminals act fixed 
their punishment. It is possible that they will 
never be called upon to begin the sentences, as 
they will be tried vefore they are take® to Joliet 
for the murder of Druggist Clarke Feb. 21, and 
capital punishment, which ASsistant State's At- 
torney Elliott feels confident of securing, takes 
precedence of any other prior punishment, 

Johnson wiil not go free, as indictments 
against him and Pletz for robberies commiited 
in Riverside in March are pending. Pletz and 
Johnson were tried alone for the Gilmore rob- 
bery in June, being convicted and sentenced to 
ten and five years. respectively, but secured a 
new trial because Judge Williamson, who heard 
the case, died before passing sentence. 


WAR BETWEEN THE CABLE LINES. 


Judge Shepard Will Wear Argument on 
the State Sireet Row Monday. 

Judge Shevard set for next Monday a motion 
to dissolve the injunction granted in the fight be- 
tweer the South and West Side Street Car com- 
panies over the two western tracks on State 
street between Madison and Washington streets. 
Mr. Holmes’ and Mr. Yerkes’ companies each en- 
joined the other from laying cables under the 
two west tracks. The Ohicago City railway 
company has a cable on the east track and the 
West Side road has formany years been using 
the west tracks under an agreement with the 
South Side road. It now proposes to lay a cable 
under one of them foraloup to connect the 
cables on Madison and Washington streets. If 
itis prevented from doing this its cable system, 
it & claimed. will be a failure. 

The Chicago City railway claims that the 
agreement was that the West Side road should 
use the west tracks only for horse-cars. The 
West Side road puts an entirely different con- 
struction on the inter-tenant contract. Mr. 
Green, for Mr. Yerkes, withdrew the demurrer

Judge Tuley, after hearing the arguments, said 
that the bill on its face showed as clear a gam- 
bling transaction as ever came into court. Both 
sides had entered into a contract for gambling 
transactions on the Board of Trade in violation 
of the State law, and Curtis could have no relief 
in a court’of equity. The court thought, bow. 
ever, that ne could plead the gambling act in de- 
fense of the suit at law. |The chapcery bill was 
accordingly dismissed for want of equi y, and an 
appeal was taken to the Appellate Court, The 
trial of the lawsuit was postponed for a month 
by agreement.

A Railroad Company Refases to Erect a 
Viaduct at the Time Ordered, :

Tur thoroughly peaceabie manner in which 
the recent Brazilian change of government 
was effected, the unanimity with which the 
people of the various provinces dre rallying 
to the support of the new Republic, and the 
wise and judicious manner in which the pro- 
visional officers are administering it show a 
degree of enlightenment and powers of self- 
government on the part of the Brazilians for 
which they have not heretofore been given 
sufficient credit. In modeling their govern- 
ment as nearly as possible upon the lines of 
our 6wn and deciding to take our Constitu- 
- tion for their pattern so far as it can be ap- 
pliea to the. different circumstances under 
which South Americans live they have aiso 
done well, and their good judgment is com- 
mending itself to the world. 


A WASHINGTON dispatch says: 


Senator Farwell thinks it almost doubtful if a 
satisfactory World’s Fair can be held in this 
country in 1892, because there 1s such a. short 
time in which to construct the buildings, pare 
tne exhibits, and interest foreign Governments 
and manufacturers. s 


Being a level-headed business-man the 
Senator sees the difficulty for either Chicago 
or New York, which have had no experience 
whatever with World’s Fairs on the grand 
scale on which they are now managed, try- 
ing to get up a great international exhibition 
between the uncertain, indefinite time when 
Congress may make up its mind to do some- 
thing and the early spring of 1892. It is 
probable also, though the dispatch does not 
mention it, that the Senator perceives the 
absurd anachronism involved in celebrating 

-an event six months before it happened, for 


Columbus did not discover America in April | 


or May, 1492, but Oct. 12 of that year, just 
after our Fair would be closed if it were 
opened in the spring of 1892. 


Ir will be a matter of general surprise that 
the Secretary of the Navy has decided the 
Vesuvius must have another trial, as it was 
supposed she had more than answered the 
conditions required for her acceptance on the 
first trial. The reasons assigned by the Sec- 
retary for this fresh trial are that her engines 
have not officially met the test of developing 
the required 3,200-horse-power and that her 
guns have not yet fired dynamite shells. In 
these two respects she has not had a trial 
which accords with the contract specifica- 
tions. As no doubt exists in any quarter of 
her ability to develop horse-power and fire 
dynamite shells, it is probable that this sec- 
ond trial is only a matter of form. In naval 
circles there seems to be no doubt that she 
will meet all the demands that are made 
upon her and retain the appellation of “ The 
Terror of the Seas,’? which the London Times 
receatly applied to her. 


Tur Iowa people who are talking about 
“no backward step” and a continued rigor- 
ous enforcement of prohibition would do well 
to consult Mr. Boies, the Democratic Gov- 
ernor-elect. When he takes the oath of office 
he will become armed with the autocratic 
power of pardon, and can use it to paralyze 
the Prohibitory law. He can release saloon- 
keepers from jail and remit their fines as 
fast as the eourts can convict them. Whuie 
Mr, Boies can undo and reverse all the work 
of courts and juries in trying to enforce pro- 
hibition, no power can interfere with him. 
Presumably Mr. Boies would not use the par- 
doning power to qestroy the operation and 
effect of a high-license law, but he will be 
aptto make short work witn the sentences 
mand fines of saloonkeepers convicted under 
the Prohibitory act. He has denounced that 
law as oppressive and unjust, and will nat- 
urally use the pardoning power to defeat its

actively at work pardoning Democratic sa- 
loénkeepers and remitting their fines, the

CONGRESSMAN NELSON Dincitey-of Maine 
said in an-interview in Chicago: 

Congress will undoubtedly take up the inter- 
nal-revente question. In my pools the tax 
Will be removed trom tobacco and from spirits 
used in the arts. But Congress wiil gO no further 
than that. The tax on whisky will not be re- 
auced a y. lhave no special measure to in 

S session of any genera! importance. 

Does Mr. Dingiey mean that a way has 

been found to take the tax off alcohol used 


é in the arts without opening the door for 
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provision of the Mills bill was practically 
for free moonshine whisky and an invitation 
for distillery frauds. The Senate Committee 
struggled in vain with the problem of taking 
the tax off alcohol to be used in the arts 
without removing it from whisky also. The 
English system of methylating alcohol is no 
longer availabie since methods have been 
found to redistill the liquor and make it pota- 
ble again. But even if it is'/practicable to do 
what Mr. Dingley proposes without making 
whisky free is he quite certain the Government 
can spare the revenue from either liquor or 
tobacco? . Pension expenditures have swollen 
to the amount of one Sundred mullion 
per annum, and the Dependent Pension bill, 
for which Mr. Dingley will vote this win- 
ter, will add 30 or 40 muilllions more for 
many years. Can he show how the tobacco 
tax can be repealed without running a risk 
of a deficit in tne Treasury? It-is difficuit to 
see why Congressmen should select an in- 
jurious luxury as the first thing to be cheap- 
ened, especialiv as the tax on 1t was reduced 
one-half only a few years ago. Congress 
will not haveabig surplus to draw upon 
hereafter, and if the tobacco tax is repealed 
must either stop the buildmg of warships, 
cease making payments into the sinking fund, 
or refuse to grant new pensions or allow 
old ones to be rerated. 


DRAINAGE MASS-MEETING TONIGHT. 

A citizens’ organization has been formed 
for the purpose of securing the nomination 
by the respective political parties for Drain- 
age Trustees of business-mep of large capaci- 
ty and approved integrity. 

A mass-meeting will be held tonight at 
Central Music-Hail looking to that end. 

As we understand it is not the intention 
to make nominations, especially if the re- 
spective parties shall put in the field proper 
and fit men, but undoubtedly if such romina- 
tions should be bad a citizens’ movement 
thus inaugurated will be used for the pur- 
pose of defeating such bad selections, 

This meeting 1s intended for the purpose of 
creating an organization to stand as an army 
of observation, to be ready to act in case the 
necessity may require, It is not intended to 
usurp the powers and rights of the party or- 
ganizations, but simply to stand for good 
government and to exercise the rights of 
good citizens, and to protest and act, if need 
be, after such nominations. 

We commend this position and urge all 
good citizens to attend that meeting and aid 
in all proper ways the end gought. 

The results of this election are too great 
and the matter too important to permit it to 
go by default, and we cali upon all good citi- 
zens to aid in every way this first great step 
in the organization of the Board of Drainage 
Trustees. 


THE MONEY FOR THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL, 

The singie-taxers in this city are insisting 
that the cutting of, the drainage channel 
will raise the value and the rent of all the 
land in this county, which increas#Mi rent the 
poor mano will be called on to pay. There- 
fore, they want the cost of the work defrayed 
by a tax levied only on the rental value of 
land. In other words, they want the tax im- 
posed on the vaiue of the land alone, leaving 
out buildings, whether on leaseholds or free- 
holds, stocks of goods, and all other per- 
sonai property. 

Were these simpletons as well acauainted 
with the Constitution of this State as they 
are with the vagaries of Henry George they 
would know that, even were they to elect 
nine trustees all of their way of thinking, it 
would be impossibie for them to raise a cent 
after this fashion or for the Legislature to 
authorize them to do it. The Constitution 
provides but two forms of taxation—the gen- 
erai tax, where everything real ana personal 
is to bearashare of the burden, arcording 
to its assessed value, and special assess- 
ments, where the relative or selling value of 
land cannot be considered at all. So, if the 
Legislature were to have said the money 
could be raised on the singie tax plan of 
Henry George the Supreme Court would 
simply say, *‘ Unconstitutional.” ‘There can 
be no Georgeism in taxation in Illinois till 
the Constitution is altered, and it will take 
a considerable time to bring that about. It 
will not de done in this century, anyway. 

Being ignorant of the nature of a special 
assessment and thinking it prettv much the 
same thing as their pet fad some of these 
Georgeites are saying* the money must be 
raised in that way. But the Georgeites 
w tax according to the value of the land; 
but special assessments take no heed of rela- 
tive lana values butonly of resulting benefits 
toland. The lots owned iefiy by the in- 
dustrial classes lie aleng both sides of the 
river from the Town of Evanston to the 
Thirtieth Ward, and the lois in these por- 
tione of the Drainage District will be most 
benefited, and hence most heavily taxed on 
the special-assessment plan. In fact, the 
cost of the big ditch, if defrayed by special 
assessment, would crush the river districts 
and almost confiscate the homes of the work- 
ing classes. 


ically applicable for the main channel—which 
it is aot—there are practical difficulties which 
are tersely and plainly set forth by Lawyer 
Hurd in his letter. The first 1s that there 
will be no property specially benefited by the 
construction of the common outlet: 


With reference to the common outlet, about 
eleven miles of which will be within the district 
and twenty-three miles outside, it is hardly likely 
that there will bea large specigl beneAt bestowed 
ipoun any property that can be reached by a special 
assessment, aS nO property can’ be. assessed ovnt- 
side the limits of the district, If the canal right 
of way is occupied the aockage created will be 
upon that and not upon the property of private 
individuals. Beyond the creation of dockage the 
benefits will be general and common to all the 
property in the district and the people subject of 
general taxation. 

It is questionabie if under the decisions of the 
Supreme Court a special assessment can be made 
upon the property within the district to do work 
outside of it. 


Mr. Hurd touches next upon a question 
which is of vital interest to every house- 
holder of the working classes inthe aistrict 
when he says: 


I see that some single-tax men are insisting 
upon all the work being done by special assess- 
ment, and in this I think they make a great mis- 
take. Nothing would do more. to turn al! claims 
against the single-tax doctrine than to undertake 
to do this work by special assessment. A special 
assessment bears but a sligit resemblance to 
single tax. .It contains ali the objectionable 
features and none of the good. A single tax 
would be spread upon the land on the basis of its 
valuation, while a special assessment pays no re- 
gard to the value of the property assessed. It is 
frequentiy in the reverse ratio. The Supreme 
Court has pronounced void @ special assessment 
that (ook into account the relative value of the 
properties assessed, The fundamental principle 
of @ special assessment is, that some peculiar or 
special benefit is bestowed upon the property by 
the improvement over and beyond the common 
benefit to other property in the municipality, 
and therefore to the extent of: this exceptional 
enhancement the owner should pay. It not in- 
frequently happens that the /éas? vuluabie prop- 
erty pays the largest assessment: This can never 
be the case with a@ general tax properly jaid. 
While in theory the raising of money by special 
assessmentis most equitable, m practice it is 
often the — inequitable, in $0 much it has be- 
come exceedingiy odious. In some inst: 
is little short of robbery. et 


If this special assessment scheme which 
the jackasses are advocating shail be adopt- 
ed it will play havoc with the low-lying North 
and South Branch districts of the Twenty- 
sixth, Twentieth, and Twenty-third 4V ards, 
Fifth, Fourth, Sixth, Eighth, Ninth,- south 
half of the Tenth, east half of the Nine- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Seventeenth, Sixteenth, 
Fifteenth, and Twenty-seventh W ards—near- 
ly all Democratic territory. 

The little lot-owners therein would pay 
about as muci. per foot as for a lot opposite 
the Court-House and Post-Office and on the 
avenues and boulevards.

If it is claimed that there are special bene- 
tits which are to be measured by the near- 
ness of the property to water courses which 
are to be purified, still a savage blow is dealt 
at labor. On this theory the poorer sections 
which lie along the North and the South 
Branch would be most benefited, for they 
would be freed from the most offensive 
smells. They would be assessed hundreds 
of dollars a lot, the amount shading down as 
the distance from the river increased, till at 
Ashland avenue or Michigan and Prairie 
avenues it became almost imperceptible. 

This 1s substantially the scheme of a “ friend 
of the Jaboring man’”’ named Cowlirey. He 
says that the “low, marshy, and unhealthy 
“land when drained will be more valuable,”’ 
and therefore should stand the bulk of the 
expense, while “property miles away on the 
“North or West Side that receives but little 
“ benefit’ should getoff cheap. This means 
that the “‘friend of labor’’ wants to begin on 
both sidés of the North Branch at the Evans- 
ton line ard tax heavily on both hanks 
of it for a quarterof a mile back till the 
main river is reached. This wouid require 
the Goose Island ward to pay more than the 
valuable property on the lake shore. Then, 
going southward, he would tax heavily on 
both sides of the South Branch, of the 
Ogden Ditch, and of the West Fork till 
he reached the Desplaines. East of Fifth 
avenue and west of Halsted. there 
would be little or no taxation, according to 
his plan. Between those streets it would be 
crushing. All Bridgeport, the south part of 
West Chicago, the northern parts of Lake 
and Hyde Park, ana portions of Lyons would 
be overwhelmed with taxes. It would hit the 
Democrats a smashing blow, for most of those 
who would be affected belong to that party. 
This whole talk about single tax and special 
assessments rests on the fallacy that it is 
land alone that is to be benefited. Ij is not; 
it is people young and old, rich and poor, 
married and unmarried, Catholic and Prot- 
estant, Jew and Gentile, Republicans and 
Democrats. Therefore the cost should be 
met by a general tax, precisely like the ex- 
penditure for the police force, the health 
department, the public schools, and all gen- 
eral municipal purposes, 


THE NATIONAL BANK REPORT. 

The report of une Controller of the Cur- 
rency shows two particularly striking and 
signiticant facts—viz.: That there are more 
Nationai banks in existence now than at any 
previous time since the inauguration of the 
system twenty-seven years ago, and yet the 
circulating notes which they now have out 
are reduced to $131,000,000, or about a third 
of what they once were. The National sys- 
tem is a strong one, and new banks are be- 
ing organized, but itis evident less and less 
profit is found in circulation, and the tend- 
ency is toward the withdrawal of the bank 
notes. There are 3,200 National banks now 
doing business, and the Controller’s report 
shows them to have: 


Capital, 8612,584,095; surplus, #197.394,761; un- 
dividea profits, $84,866,869; gross ag ege ir- 
oans 
and discounts, $1,805.729.739, all of which items 
show an increase over any previous date. 

The amount of circulation outstanding was 
$203, 662,732, of which $131,383,334 was secured by 
United States bonds, and the remainder, 872,279,- 
306, Was represented by deposit of lawful money 
in the Treasury to secure the redemption of the 
notes. These banks held $194,972,9%0 in United 
States bonds (of which $146,471.700 were to secure 
cireulating notes), #164,826,499 of 4Apecie, and 
$86, 752,008 of legal tender notes. 


The Controller recommends that the mini- 
mum deposit’ of bond secure circulation 
be fixed at 10 per cert for all banks having a 
capital less than $300,000 and a $30,000 deposit 
for those having a larger capital. He would 
allow the issue of notes to the par value of the 
bonds deposited. Evidentiy the Controller 
desires to restrain or check the surrender of 
circulation by the National banks, but there 
is no good reason why anything of the sort 
should be done. The sooner all the banks 
reduce their circulation to a minimum the 
better. Congress might well reduce the 
amount to $10,000, or even $5,000, and then 
allow circulation of not more than 90 per cent 
of the bonds deposited, and thus restrain any 
disposition on the part of the banks to in- 
crease their circulating notes. Tndé National 
banks are needed row for ordinary banking 
business, and the function of issuing money 
should be entirely restored to the Federal 
Government, to which alone it properly be- 
longs. To preserve the legal standing and 
character of the National banks it is, per- 
haps, necessary that they should have some 
circulation, but there is no valid objection to 
making the amount nominal. The reasons 
why they were made banks of issue have all 
disappeared. There is no question. now as to 
the power of the Government io issue legal- 
tender notes of its own in war or in peace 
and to any: amount found necessary. The 
currerfty of the future is to be made up of 
gold and silver certificates and greenbacks 
with a merely nominal amountof bank notes. 
Stronger than ever before as banks of dis- 
count and deposit the National associations 
should be encouraged to confine themselves 
to legitimate banking and surrender the 
money-issuing function to the Government. 


WHY THE MANUFACTURERS HESITATE. 

The American manufacturer might be in- 
clined to go for free trade but for two things. 
The first of these is his fear of being caught 
with a large stock of manufactured goods 
and raw materials on hand costing him pro- 
tection prices. The goods he would have to 
sell one-third cheaper than he eould afford 
doing or they would molder on his shelves. 
His materials not yet worked up would cost 
him a third more than a business competitor 
who delayed his purchases. He would also feel 
that as the price of everything was going down 
athird a new manufactory could be construct- 
ed for much less than bis had cost him, as la- 
bor would be so much cheaper, and that the 
value of his plant had therefore shrunk a 
third. Business-men dread such mishaps as 
these, and it takes a good deal to induce 
them to expose themselves to the con- 
sequences of such immense depreciation of the 
value of their plant and stock of goods and 
wares on hand. 

In the next place there is not a manufactur- 
er but dreads the labor storms, the commo- 
tions, the strikes which he knows will! follow 
the adoption of free trade and the cutting 
down the wages of labor to the English level. 
He knows that there would be stormy times 
while capital and labor were trying to adapt 
themselves to the new condition of affairs 
modeled on the British system. By nature 
and habit he is conservative, and he does not 
want to be in boiling hot water for a year or 
two. 

But for these two things—the heavy lossof 
values and the fight with his help—probably 
the great majority of the manufacturers 
would be willing to let the tariff slide and 
settle down to hard-pan, free-trade prices. 
They dislike the agitation about tne repeal of 
the tariff. They do not care to be bothered 
to send delegations to Washington every 
year to watch after their interests. They 
prefer to be in a position where every session 
of Congress is not a menace, and where they 
will not be denounced as thieves and robbers 
by partisan demagogues or persons who do 
not understand their situation. 

While the manufacturers feel thus the ma- 
jority of the workmen dre going over to the 
free-trade side aid declaring that they be- 
lieve it would be better for their imterests if 
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'men, and the other employés down to the 


they hid cheaper goods, especiaily as the 
Democratic leaders and newspapers assure 
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It is best that capital and labor should think 
alike. It will be seen that on this question 

\rt, the men thinking they 
can retain their large wages and yet secure 


hands must accept British rates of pay if 
théy insist on having goods at British prices. 
If employer and employé could come to- 
gether now and agree that there should be 
no striking, no rowing when the inevitable 
cut in wages came after the repeal of the 
tariff, the manufacturers would feel a good 
deai easier in their minds, 


SENATOR FARWELL AND THE CIVIL-SERV- 
ICE LAW. , 
It seems to be settled that Senator Farwell | 
will introduce a bill at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of Congress for the repeal of the Pen- 
dieton Civil-Service law, and in a recent in- 
terview the Senator states his reasons for 
the action which he contemplates, and for 
his hostility to the competitive-examination 
system. The policy which he lays. down in 
this interview comes so close to the wide- 
open, corrupt, spoils system of the Vemoc- 
racy that it is only just to the Senator to as- 
sume that he has overstated his reasons. It 
is certainly difficult to believe he is in earnest 
when he expresses the fear that the advo- 
cates of the reform of tne civil service will 
graduaily carry the idea of competitive ex- 
uminations up from the grade of Government 
clerks through tne chiefs of divisions, mem- 
bers of Congress, the Cabinet officers, and 
Supreme Court to the Presidency! There is 
no danger that these examinations will ever 
pass the limits assigned to them in the coun- 
try whose system we have copied. This part 
of his argument, therefore, needs no further 
answer. The Senator need lose no sleep 
worrying over the danger that the civil- 
service reformers will ever oblige him to 
pass an examination in geometry, history, 
geography, or evolution as a preliminary to 
his election to the Senate or any other office. 
Senator Farwell says: ‘' Administration 
of the affairs of the Government is business 
and nothing but business.’ I could not run 
my wholesale dry-goods store and make a 
success of it by pursuing these methods,” 
Would he be any more successful in run- 
ning his private business upon the methods 
he advocates for conducting the public busi- 
ness? How long would his great wholesale 
dry-goods store last if it were run on the 
Democratic spoils system, and his cashiers, 
bookkeepers, traveling-men, clerks, credit 


teamsters were selected without regard to 
their intelligence, ability, honesty, or ex- 
perience, but only for the partisan service 
they had performed, their ability to run 
primaries or manage con ventions—in a word, 
their success as henchmen of their party em- 
ployers? 

The system which the Senator so bitterly 
assails does not materially differ from the 
system which he uses in conducting his large 
private business. nder the Civil-Service 
law, whenever there is @ vacancy in an of- 
fice coming within its stipulations, it is pro- 
vided that there must be at least three candi- 
dates for the examination. There may bea 
hundred; indeed, there is more hkely to be a 
hundred than the minimum figures. Assum- 
ing that they pass the examination, the su- 
perior officer is not obligated to select any 
special one of the three. For instance, he 
may take No.1 or No. 3, and his choice, all 
other things being even, will be guided by 
considerations of experience, of personal 
character, of recommendations, and by the 
general air of superiority which the success- 
ful candidate may present. The questions 
submitted do not of themselves constitute a 
lien upon the office. Their purpose is to es- 
tablish the general ‘intelligence of the candi- 
date for the positiog and bar outignoramuses. 
The question of intelligence having been 
settied, the superior officer can then pass to 
other considerations which are equally 
important inj making bis choice. Is not 
this system similar to that which Senator 
Farwell usesin selecting his employés, or, 
rather, is not the latter even more rigid? 
When there is a vacancy in his store he does 
not select the first applicant. He scrutinizes 
a number of them, examines their recom- 
mendations, tests their intelligence, ability, 
and experience, and, all other things being 
equal as between them selects the one who 
has the appearance of personal superiority. 

In this business of filling offices there are 
two extremes to be avoided. The one is the 
spoils Democratic system of selecting parti- 
san henchmen of this or that leader on ac- 
count of party bummery they have per- 
formed in nominating and election cam- 
paigns. The other extreme is--the selection 
of men on purely clerical or technical 
grounds without regard to the other qualifi- 
cations of morais, and character, and apti- 
tude which should govern it. There 
is a golden mean between these two 
extremes, and that is the safe course 
to follow. Senator Farwell in trying to 
avoid tne one extreme has swung nearly 
over to the other, unless, as we suspect, be 
bas overstated his position. If there is any 
more practical way of reforming the civil 
service, if there is any shorter and less tecb- 
nical route to the selection of men for the 
subordinate offices by reason of their ability, 
intelligence, honesty, and skill, and their re- 
tention in office, let the law be amended. 
That result, however, is not to be secured py 
abolishing the law as the Senator proposes. 
It is doubtful whetner any Congress under a 
Republican Admuinistration will-consent to 
take sucha step. It is probable, on the other 
hand, that a Democratic Administration may 
be unwise enough to face such a responsibil- 
ity and restore the corrupt spoils system, 
which is one of the fundamental doctrines of 
Democracy. 


THE POLICE FORCE, 

Mayor Cregier should surely spare a little 
time from wirepulling for this, that, and the 
other candidate for Drainage Trustee to read 
that portion of the testimony in the Cronin 
case which demonstrates beyond any doubt 
that much of the police department 
is in a condition of demoralization. In- 
stead of being an agency for the 
prevention of crime and the detection 
of criminals, a section of it appears to 
be a bureag for the promotion ofcrime and 
the protection of criminals. The shameful 
spectacle was witnessed last week of officers 
committing rank perjury on the witness 
Stand to protect a former comrade. Out of 
their own mouths they were convicted of ly- 
ing under oath. They also confessed that 
portion of the time supposed to be sp@nt in 
the city’s service was spent in saloons, at 
junketing funerals, or in the Clan-na-Gael 
conspiracy camps. 

Later on an officer sent to investigate im- 
portant circumstances in the Cronin case 
was put on the stand by the counsel for the 
defense. He unblushingly confessed that 
he reported some important matters of testi- 
mony to one of the lawyefs for the men on 
trial before he reported to his superior offi- 
cers, One of the latter swore that the po- 
liceman in question never reported to nim at 
all. This man’s associate in detective work 
is a member of the notorious Camp 20. He 
belonged at one time to one of the *‘ camps” 
himself. 

The plain truth in the Cronin case as far as 
the police force is concerned is that, with the 
exception of Capt. Schuettier and a few of 
his, men like Officer Collin8’, the members of 


the force have contriputed to the oostruction 
of justice and the defeat of the law as far as 
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of their power and their opportunities. The 
force is honeycombed with rettenness. Mayor 


Cregier knows all this, but he is so entirely : 


under the influence of the ward bosses, who 
sympathize with the conspiracy to “ remove”’ 
Cronin, that be is afraid to act. 


THE DRAINAGE CANDIDATES, 

It is gratifying to note that as the time for 
holding the Republican convention to nomi- 
nate candidates for Drainage Trustees ap- 
proaches the smal) fry incapabie fellows are 
dropping out of sight and strong, reliable, 
capabie men of note in the community are 
being more talked about. Those men are pot 
candidates in the sense that they are seek- 
ing the office. It is the desire of pablic 
spirited citizens having an interest in the 
community that they should become candi- 
dates. Their consent is given at the urgings 
of reputable men and for the good of the 
community. 

With such men as John M. Clark, Charles 
L. Hutchinson, N. 8S. Bouton, John Summer- 
field, J. Frank Aldrich, John O'Neill, Peter 
Schuttler, John A. Roche, John Spry, Franz 
V. Gindele, Louis Wulff, Gen. Stockton, and 
others equaily prominent and capable to 
choose from, the Republican convention of 
next Tuesday ought to have no difficulty in 
making a good ticket. 

The dangers to be avoided are the small- 
bore professional ward politicians who are 
being put forward by men who can boss 
them, the fussy alleged experts, and the 
monopoly representatives who have axes to 
grina. 

Republican meetings will be held in all-the 
wards this week. The candidates and the 
situation will be fully discussed. Public at- 
tention will be cailed to the importance of 
the issue and to the necessity of selecting 
safe, reliable, capable men. The mass-meet- 
ing of this evening, though the management 
seems to be largely under Democratic infiu- 
ences, will accomplish some good in the same 
direction.

Though the resolution was 
not passed, but referred at the suggestion of the 
Mayor, thé latter cannot fail to regard its intro- 
duction as ao instruction. There must be no 
disfigurement of the finest of the southwestern 
thoroughfares in order to save greedy corpora- 
tions a few thousands of dollars. There have 
been too many concessions to the monopolies at 
the expense of the people since Cregier was 
elected on an anti-monopoly platform.

MUSIC AND DRAMA, 


The Chicago Musical College gave its firs 
faculty concert of the, season last evening at 
Central Music-Hall. The program opened with 
the first movement of Mozart's symphony in E 
flat, played with considerable precision by an 
orchestra under the direction of Mr. S. E. Jacob- 
sohn, which also furnished accompaniments to 
several of the solonumbers. Three of the pro- 
gram numbers were given forthe first time in 
Chicago—namely: Brahms’ violin concerto. op.

The Schubert recital of the American Con- 
servatory took place last evening at Weber Hall. 
Mr. J. J. Hattstaedt delivered an introductory 
address upon the subject of * Schubert's Artistic 
Mission,” after which a well-chosen program of 
selections from that cotposer’s works was pre- 
sented. It consisted of songs and piano num- 
bers interpreted by Mrs. Annie Kennard Mar- 
tin, Mr. James S. Martin, ana Messrs. Harrison 
M. Wild and Pv. C. Lutkin. Mr, Wild's playing 
of the rondo from Schubert's piano-forte sonata, 
op. 53, was especially deserving of praise for the

Powers of the Drainage Trustees. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—[Editor of The Tribune.}— 
The nine trustees ‘‘manage and control all the 
affairs and property” of the sanitary district 
anc hold office for five years. 

They canelecta “clerk, treasurer, chief engi- 
neer, and attorney.” 

They can ‘pass all necessary ordinances, rules, 
and regulations for the proper management and 
conduct of the business of said Board of Trust- 
ees and of said corporation, and for carrying 
into effect the objects for which such sanitary 
district is formed.” 

They can lay out, establish, construct. and 
maintain “‘one or more main channels, drains, 
ditches, and outlets for carrying off and disposing 
of the drainage (including the sewage) of such 
district, together with such adjuncts and addi- 
tions thereto as may be necessary.” 

They can ‘‘make and establish docks adjacent 
to any navigable channel made under the provis- 
ions ’’ of the Drainage law. 

They can “lease, Manage, and control such 
docks,” except docks on ariyer or ratural water- 
way or channel. ; 

They can “control and dispose of any water 
power which may be incidentally created in the 
construction and use of said channels or outlets,” 
except after the water passes into a river or nat- 
ural waterway or channel. 

They can buy or condemn “any and all real 
and personal property, right of way and privilege, 
either within or without” the corporate limits 
of the district “that may be required for its cor 
porate purposes.” 

They can borrow money for the corporate pur- 
poses and issue bonds up to 5 per centum of the 
taxable property within the district, but not 
more thau $15,000,000 in the aggregate. 

They can levy taxesto pay such debt and in- 
terest, which must be paid within twenty years 
from the time of contracting such debt. 

They can let contracts for the work or have it 
done under their own supervision. 

They can levy taxes for the corporate purposes 
each year up to one-half of 1 per centum of the 
value of the taxable property within the district. 
Such value is the same as shall be assessed and 
equalized for State and county taxes of the year 
when levy is made. 

They can make special assessments “to defray 
the expenses of any improvement made by” the 
board. 

They can divide such assessments into twenty 
annual installments, and installments can bear 
6 per cent interest. 

It seems to me that the mere statement of the 
immense power that is given to these trustees is 
enough to convince every citizen and every prop- 
erty owner in the sanitary district that too much 
care cannot be given to the selection of the pine 
trustees.

Eastern Connections—The Colorads 
Midland and Denver & Ric Grande te 
Use theRio Grande Western Jointly. 


A special meeting of the stockholders of 
the Colorado Midland railway company wil 
be held at Colorado Springs, Dec. 31, to ag 
upon the proposal to lease to that company ag 
vadivided morety of the Denver & Rio Grands 
company’s line between Newcastle ang 
Rifle Creek, and aiso consider 2 proposition tg 
lease jointly with the Denver & Ri, 
Grande the Rio Grande Junction company’s 
line between Rifle Creek and Grand Jyge 
on. It is proposed to issue consolidateg 
4 per cent gold mortgage bonds to the amoung 


of $6,000,000, in pursuance of the plan og 
lined in a circular issued by the Chairmagg 
the Board of Directors last Septembe. 
Transfer books close Des. 14 and remai, 
closed until three days after the final ad. 
journment of the meeting. 

This, coupled with the announcement made 
yesterday that the directors of the Denver & 
Rio Grande had voted to make a standard 
gauge of their road from Cafion City t 
Grand Junction, its present connection with 
the Rio Grande Western, which latter has 
already standard gauge, confirms te re. 
ports heretofore published in THe Trecys 
that the Denver & Rio Grande and Colorado 
Midland were trying to secure joint contro! 
of the Rio Grande Western, thus establisn- 
ing two standard gauge routes between 
Denver and Ogden, Utah, in oppusition to 
the Union Pacific. It also confirms 
the report that the Rock Isl 
and’s arrangement with the Santa F% 
for taking the Rock Island’s transconti- 
nental traffic over the Santa Fé via Dodge 
City or McPherson will remain in effect only 
until the Kock Isiand has obtained a through 
line of its own via the Colorado Midland, 
the ilatcer being virtually under its 
coutrol. While the latter will do its 
transcontinental traffic over the Colorado 
Midland after its completion, the Mis 
souri Pacific and Burlington will do 
theirs over the Denver & Kio Grande 
The transcontinental trafficof all these roads 
has heretofore been sent over the Union Pa- 
cific, and the loss of this traffic by the Union 
Pacific 1s altogether the result of its injadi. ' 
cious alliance with the Chicago & North 
western. The increased traffic it will get 
from the latter can in no way recompense & 
for the loss of the business of the 
Pacific, Burlington, and Rock Island roads, 
The latter roads are determined to fight the 
Union Pacific - Northwestern combination 
with all the means at their command jointly 
and individually. 

WALKER’S DILEMMA. 

The Union Pacitic and Northwestern, whea 
they united their interests, calculated to se 
cure protection from the “ Gentlemen’s” As ~ 
sociation. Their mtention was to have the 
rules of the association applied Fs 
the other roads should attempt to take inde. . 
pendent measures for their pfotection, feel 
ing satisfied that none of those roads would 
have the moral courage to withdraw, 
In this, however, they will be disappointed, 
The delay in withdrawing by the other roads 
was due to their desire to test tne validity of 
the action of the Union Pacific and North 
western. It is claimed by the competitors of 
those roads that the alliance was made in 
direct violation of agreement, that no roads 
in the association should make combinations 
whereby they would gain undue advantages 
in rates and divisions over other roads in the 
association. Th il claim that the Union 
Pacific and Northw rn by their action 
placed themselves outside of the association, 
and insist that they are no longer members. 
This, of course, will destroy the association 
but their competitors gain the point of 
placing the responsibility upon the shoulders 
of the Union Pacific and Northwestern. 

The frequent conferences of late between 
the Presidents of tne Rock Island, Missouri 
Pacific, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and Burling- 
ton roads were tor the purpose of uniting 
upon measures for carrying out this inten- 
tion. They have now come toan understand- 
ing, and a communication signed by thé 
Presidents was sent to Chairman Walker of 
the *““Gentlemen’s’’ Association last even- 
ing, in which they state their position. They 
request Chairman Walker to give an opinion 
whether the action wasin violation of thé 
agreement, and whether those roads should 
be recognized longer as members of the asso- 
ciation. This is the hardest nut Chair- 
man Walker has nad to crack 
since the . association was organized. 
Should he decide in favor of the Union Pacific 
and Northwestern the other roads will 
promptly give notice of withdrawal. Should 
he decide the other way the associauon will 
necessarily coliapse. 


Another straw which shows the bitter 
enmity engendered is the filing of articles of 
incorporation of the Iowa & Nebraska rail- 
way company at Des Moines, reported in yes 
terday’s TrrpuNE. The articleg provide for 
the building of a line of road with terminals 
in Milis and Pottawattamie Counties, lowa, 
and Washington, Sarpy, Douglas, and U 
Counties, Nebraska..

No ove questions for 
an instant that Reed is the leading candidate 
for the Speakership, closely followed by 
McKinley, with Cannon, Burrows, and Hen- 
derson in the order named.

The liberality of its provisions is 
illustrated by the fact that at the close of* the 
last fiscal year the pension rolls -bore the 
names of 489,725 pensioners, and that dur- 
ing the year the sum of $88.275.113.28 was 
paid for pensions. The provision thus: made for 
our soldiers, whose pensionable aisabilities are 
due either to disease or to ee incurred in 
the line of duty, proves the delity with which 
the Republic has redeemed the vledge with which 
it began its career a century ago, when by iegis- 
lative enactment it authorized pensions to be 
couferred ‘*by reason of any wound, or injury, or 
disease contracted in thé service of the United 
States and in the line of duty,” and there- 
upon declared that, “if any person, whether 
officer or soldier, belonging to the militia of any 
State and called inio the service of the United 
States, be wounded or disabled while in actual 
service, he shall be tuken care of and provided 
for at the public expense.” The magnitude of 
this beneficent system becomes all ihe more con- 
snicuous when contrasted with the provisions 
made for the same object by the older Govern- 
ments of Great Britain, France, Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and Belgium, the latest reports 
showing that the combined pension folls of all 
those countries cost annually only $31,002,150, or 
io i more than one-third of the cost of our

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THE WEST END SCANDAL TO BE THOR- 
OUGHLY AIRED IN THE COURTS. 


Lord Euston’s Suit for Libel Against the 
Editor of a London Paper Comes Up in 
the Bow Street Folice Court — The 
Editor Is Held for Trial—Be Will Be 
Ably Defended and the Trath Mast 
Come Ouat—A Caravan Sets Out trom 
Zanzibar to Meet Stanley and Emin.

Lonpon, Nov. 26.—The growing sensation 
of London at present is what is familiarly 
known as the West End scandal. The ordai- 
nary police court aspect of the matter ended 
with the sending of the two subordinate em- 
ployés of the infamous house w prison a 
month ago. Now, through the action for 
criminal libel of Lora Euston, the case has 
fairly assumed the proportions which it is 
going to take in Parliament when it 
opens.. Labouchére ieads the movement, in 
which all infiuential radical members are 
actively engaged. Parke, the defend- 
ant, is an unimportant newspaper man, 
yet is defended by two of the 
cleverest barristers in-London, next to Sir 
Cnarles Russell, Mestrs. Lockwood and As- 
quith, both members of Parliament and both 
distinguisned counsel for Parnell before the 
commission. 

Aristocratic iminorality in London is no 
more morbid perhaps than in other great 
cities, butin this case the whole Cabinet is 
more or less implicated in permitting guilty 
persons of the nighest position to escape 
merited punishment, and both in court and 
in Parliament, as far as possible, it is pro- 
posed by the Radical, and many Conserva- 
tive members also, that culpable officiais 
shall be shown Up in their true light. 

The proceedings at Bow Street Police 
Court today were interesting from two 
points of view. In the first place it was 
frankly admitted by Lord Euston’s counsel 
that he had visited the house in question. It 
was explained, however, that he went tnere 
through having had acard thrust into his 
hand io Piccadilly one night advertising the 
house as a place where one might see ‘* poses 
plastique”? or living statuary. Mr. Lewis 
said his client went there to see living statu- 
ary, but was informed that there was noth- 
ing of that sort there, the entertainment be- 
ing of a kind more suited to tastes that are 
ethnologically described as “Oriental.” Tie 
Ear! of ‘Euston, understanding the matter, 
tola*the man he was an infamous scoundrel 
and that he would knock him down if he was 
not immediately let out. 

When the Earl of Kuston was placed in 
the witness box he verified everything that 
his counsel had stated, His cross-examina- 
tion created a buaz of talk, which is echoed 
in all tae West End clubs tonight. The com- 
mittal of the defendant for trial was an 
accepted and foregone conclusion, so that 
the chief interest in the cross-examination 
was its exhibition of facts which the de- 
fense are going into at the trial. Conse- 
quently Mr. Lockwood’s questions kad a deep 
significance. Heasked the Earlof Euston 
about his connection with the army, past and 
resent. He went into his acquaintance with 

rd Arthur Somerset, who is now a fugitive 

at Boulogne-sur-Mer, He touched upon 
points here and there as to the Eariof Eus- 
ton’s statements to other parties, the extent 
of time before he took proceedings, and the 
number of visits paid ty the house. He put 
the witness on record on anumber of im- 
portant points, which, in fact, seemed his 
only object in the preliminary examination, 
dwelling particularly on his failure ,.to com- 
municate with the Home Office of te Treas- 
ury. Atthe conclusion the defendant was 
heid in £500 bail.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


Lord Salisbury Outlines the Conservative 
Program—Foreign Notes. 

Lonpon, Nov. 26.--A Conservative confer- 
ence was held at Nottingham today. The 
principal address was made by Lord Salis- 
bury. He said that the views of Mr. Giad- 
stone; looking to the separation of Ireland 
from Great Britain, were making no head way. 
The by-elections for members of Parliament 
were mere skirmishes, and were not fought 
on the main issue. He declared that he was 
in favor of forming a national party, which 
must, he said, grow gradually. Such a party 
could not be created by one man. 

Lord Salisbury addressed a mass-meeting 
in the evening. Hesaid he would not sup- 
port the Eight-Hour bill, and it would be a 
great mistake for workmen to have stich a 
bili passed. He favored an extension of la- 
borers’ allotments, and gave a quaiified ap- 
proval of free education. Dweilings of the 
poor, he said, ought to be improved through 
public assistance, and workingmen should be 
aided to emigrate. 


Lord Salisbury Protests. 

Lonpon, Nov. 26—The Jalil Mall Gazette 
publishes a dispatch from Prime Minister 
Salisbury to the British Minister at Lisbon 
ordering the latter to protest against the 
Portuguese proclamation claiming countries 
north and south of the Zambesi River in 
Africa. Lord Salisbury says that Mashbona- 
land, which is a partof the territory referred 
to in the Portuguese proclamation, is under 
British protection. 


The Brazilian Republic Not Yet Recognized, 

Paris, Nov. 26.—Cable dispatches received 
by the Foreign Office from Rio de Janeiro 
say that no foreign government has yet rec- 
ognized the Provisional Government of Bra- 
zil, and thatthe Brazilian Minister will 
await the decision of the Assembly before 
claiming recognition. 


Couldn’t Pacify Ireland.

A Wealthy Missourian in Jail. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 26.—(Special.}— 
Thomas W. Rhodes of Pettis County has been 
lodged in jail here by a@n order of the United 
States District Court. Rhodes, wno is wealthy 
ana nearly 80 years old, was arrested about 
three years ago and convicted of pension fraud 
by having a widow impersonated and converting 
the mgney or a part of it to hisown use. Rhodes 
advanced age alone saved him from the peniten- 
tiary. He tought the case desperately and, itis 
said, spent nearly $2,000 in lawyers’ fees. He 
was, fined $3,000 and the costs of the suit. Of 
this sum he had paid $2,100, and on refusal to pay 
the remainder was sent to jail.

MRS. SOUTHWORTH HELD FOR MURDER. 


A Sensational Story About Her Helations 
to Mra. Kosa Liayd. 

New York, Nov. 26.—[Special. |~-Mrs. Han- 
nah Southworth was held without bail this 
afternoon for the killing of Stephen Pettus. 
There was some ccnflict between the Coro- 
ner’s office and the District Attorney, who 
wanted the case to go directly to the grand 
jury, but the Coroner insisted on making an 
investigatuon. Mrs. Southworth was repre- 
sented by Lawyer Howe, who referred 
to the dead man in terms anything 
but complimentary. No new facts were 
brought out in the investigation. Mrs. 
Southworth was sent back to jail. An even- 
ing paper pubhshed a long story tonight 
about the relations of Mrs. Southworth and 
Mrs. Rosa Lioyd, who introduced the mur- 
deress to Pettus. Included in the narrative 
were three letters which it is said Mrs. 
Lloyd wrote to Mrs. bouthworth, in which 
she confessed to animproper intimacy with 
Pettus, who, it appears, was assisted in 
business by Mrs. Lloyd’s father. Mrs. South- 
worth and Mrs. Lioyd had been friends from 
childhood, and, according to the published 
story, neither knew of the. other’s shame 
until mutual confessions were made. In one 


‘of these letters Mrs. Lioyd is made to say 


that she knows Mrs. Southworth was an un- 
willing victim, and itis relied upon to sus- 
tain Mrs. Southworth’s claim t she was 
betrayed while under the influence of drugged 
wine. Neither Mrs. Lioyd nor her father 
would see a reporter to talk about the letters, 
but it is understood she will not admit writ- 
ing them. 


FRANK GLOVER KNOCKED OUT AGAIN.

San Francisco, Cal, Nov. 26.—Frank 
Glover of Chicago and Billy Smith of Aus- 
trdiia met in a fight toa finish last night at 
the rooms of the Occidentai Club for a purse 
of $00. The Australian was in good condi- 
tion, but Glover’s skin was thickly blotched 
and he looked thinner than he ever appeared 
before. 

The first round caused general astonish- 
ment, as the men beganas if engaged ina 
friendly sparring-match. The second round 
was even more unsatisfactory, Spurred by 
the manifestations of the spéctators the 
pugilists did a little more fighting in the 
third round, Glover receiving consider- 
able punishment. Inthe fourth round 
the Australian began to use his right 
wickedly over the Chicago man’s heart, 
causing him to resort to every expedient to 
end the fight. Glover threw himself cown 
without a blow time after time, until cau- 
tioned by the referee. He ciutched the

Stock Suffering Greatly and Travel Much 
Im peded. 

BELVIDERE, Ilt., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—The 
first real snow-storm of the season has been 
raging fiercely here since early this after- 
noon. Snow has already fallen to tne depth 
of several inches and continues unabated. 
Stock exposed in the fields wiil suffer badly 
and travel will be much impeded. 


Tallest Smokestack in the United States. 

The tallest smokestack in the United States, 
and in fact the tailest in the world designed 
solely for the purpose of providing @ draught 
for bowlers. is receiving its final courses in Fall 
River, Mass. It is intended to meet the require- 
ments of the entire steam plant of the four new 
mills of the Fall River Iron company. Some 
idea ofits size can be had from the tollowing 
ficures, furnished by the contractor. From the 
top of the granite foundation to the cap 1s 350 feet. 
the diameter at the base is 30 feet, at the top 21 
feet; the flue is 11 feet throughout, and the entire 
structure rests on a solid granite foundation 
55x30, 16 feet deep. In its construction there 
were used 1,700,000 bricks, 2,000 tons of stone, 
2.000 barrels of mortar, 1,000 loads of sand, 1,000 
barrels of Portiand cement. and the estimated 
cost is $40,000. It is arranged fortwo flues 9 feet 
6inches by 6 feet, connecting with 40 boilers, 
which are to be run in connection with four trip- 
le-expansion engines of 1,550 horse power each. 

In erecting this immense shaft no outside 
staging has been used, put as the work pro- 
gressed cross pieces were set into the inner wall, 
and on these a platform laid for the time being. 
All material was carried up on an elevator, and 
self-closing hatches preciuded the danger of 
either workmen or material falling from above. 
while by speaking tubes and a system of electric 
signals communication was establisbed between 
the workmen and those below. itis circular in 
form, and to insure its being built plamb obser- 
vations were taken with a transit ata point 400 
feet distant, and the true center verified every 
20 feet the work was carried up. The capis of 
terra-cottu, in 128 sections, and below this a 
distance of 25 and 5 ieet are projecting rings; 
between theseis the narrowest point in the 
diameter of the shaft, 15 feet4 inches.—Soston 
Glove.

Though Twelve Hundred Delegates Were 
Expected Only About Two Hundred 
Materialized—Gen. Warner Elected 
Chairman of the Meeting—Gov. Francis 
Makes a Welcoming Speech and Has & 
Good Word to Say for Silver—Some of 
Those Present. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 26,—[Special.]—If the 
attendance of delegates at the first National 
Silver Convention is acritezion it is pain- 
fully evident to St, Louis that the people of 
the United States are not losing any sleep 
over the silver convention. The Executive 
Committee for the promotion of the 
convention estimated that 1,200 del- 
egates would come here, but an unfortunate 
mistake was made. Two hundred delegates 
came and the 1,000 somehow were side- 
tracked, though Oregon has been heard from 
and will putin an appearance in the morn- 
ing. The agricultural States, with the ex- 
ception of Kansas, Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio, failed entirely to respond. This would 
indicate that the farmer is not so vitally in- 
terested in the “rebabilitation”’ of silver, as 
the Secretary of the convention bas it. 

The disappointment occasioned by the at- 
tendance was intensified bya cold, drizzling 
rain that came down all day and half the 
night, interfering seriously with the program 
of entertainment. 

There was a delay of two hourdim calling 
the convention toorder, owing to a misunder- 
standing- about the hour. The usual ad- 
dresses of welcome were delivered—the last 
and best of which was Gov. Francis’ effort 
onthe silver question. The Governor said: 

You are met to consider a living issue, one 
which is live and pressing and secondin impor- 
tance only to the great question of taxation, 


which most concerns people of ali nationalities, 
all races and climes. For ages two precious 


metals, gold and silver, have been the most 


generally accepted circulating mediums, and 
have veen almost universally acknowledged 
as standards of vaiue. When, less than two dec- 
ades ago, Germany—having become enriched 
by the payment ofa large tribute from defeated 
and humiliated France—attem pted to demonetize 
silver our own Government, thoughtiessiy or ill- 
advisedly,endeavored to follow the vaneful exam- 
ple. Both efforts were unsuccessful, and today we 
find silver passing current in Germany as a legal 
tender, whilst in our country behold the un- 
precedented spectacle of a Government buying 
from its own citizens at 75 cents a commodity 
which it pays out as 100 cents. 
the surpius of our mines, which regulates the 
value of the entire yield, is sold to England, 
America’s strongest competitor in manufactur- 
ing, for its builion value, and issued by 
England for the purchase of wheat and corn at 
its coined valué in India, which is about 33 per 
cent higher. India is our great rival in the pro- 
duction of wheat and cotton, and the agricultural 
classes of our country have suffered untold 
losses by the competition of that country during 
the last ten years. 

The afternoon session was taken up witha 
debate on the report of the Committee on 
Credentials on the question af ratio of repre- 
sentation. It was decided that every dele- 
gate present should be entitled to only one 
vote. This was severe on Iowa and 
New York, which were represented by 
a solitary delegate each. Gen. Warner was 
elected Chairman. The chief object of the 
gathering will be embodied in the report of 
the Committee on Resolutions. ‘ Uncle 
Dick” Bland 1s drafting the memorial to 
Congress, ana he promises that it will be a 
telling instrument. , 

Men of National reputation are scarce in 
the convention, Henry Watterson, Senator 
Stewart, Congressman Bland, Frank M. Pix- 
ley of the Argonaut, Frank G. Newland of Ne- 
vada, making up the list. Colorado has an 
able list of delegates tothe convention. They 
are distinguishea by a handsome badge con- 
sisting of a silver dollar with the face of Mr. 
Bland’s. ideal goddess, gilded, depending 
Irom a bar with the name of the State in 
black enameled letters. 

The committee on permanent organization 
reported the following permanent officers:

KNOX ON SILVEK CERTIFICATES. 2 


The New York Banker’sa Views Adverse to 
the Kansas City Proposition. 

New York, Nov. 26.—The proposition for 

the substitution of the present silver certifi- 


cates in place of the legal tender and nation- 


al bank notes and the increase of silver coim- 
age was referred by the action of the con- 


vention of the American Bankers’ Associa. 


tion at Kansas City to the Executive Council 
composed of twenty-one leading bankers, 
representing eighteen different States. At 
their meeting in New York, Oct. 16 and 17, 
the Executive Council, by a vote of 12 to 3, 
voted against tne proposition, put gave each 
member of the council the privilege of pre- 
senting his views for publication with tne re- 
port. 

The paper presented by John Jay Knox, 
who is the Chairman of the Executive Coun- 
cil, is in part as follows: 

The proposition of Mr. St. John involves the 
withdrawal of the legal-tender note, the dis- 
bursement.of the one hundred millions of gold 
pledged as security for the redemption of these 
notes, the increased issue of silver certificates 
from two millions’ worth to four millions’ worth 
per month, and finally the giving to these silver 
certificates the quality of legal tender. 

The early retirement of the legal-tender notes 
was @ part of the plan of Secretary Chase and of 
tne Administration of President Lincoln. Oune of 
the principal reasons for the organization of the 
national banking system was to provide a mar- 
ket for Government bonds and to facilitate the re- 
funding of the tloating debt, including the legal- 
tender notes. The national bank note was to be 
the permanent paper circulation, the Treasury 
legal-tender note was to be temporary only, to 
cover the exigencies of the war. 

The writer in his reports as Controller of the 
Currency for a series of years advocated the re- 
tirement of the Government notes and the issue 
of national bank notes in place thereof. His 
views have undergone no change, and he still be- 
lieves that a well secured bank curreney com- 
binesin a high degree uniformity, ¢lasticity, 
convertibility, and safety, which are the highest 
attributes of a perfect monetary circulation for 
& great and prosperous country.. He is 
in favor of the retirement of these notes 
if a better currency can be _ substituted 
therefore, but it would be an act of bad faith for 
the Government to exchange these notes for an 
inferior currency. It pledged itself when it issued 
these notes to pay them in gold coin, in the same 
manner that it pledged itself to pay in gold the 
bonds which it issued during the war. March 18. 
1569, it renewed its pledge to make provisions for 
tne redemption of these notes in coin. From the 
foundation of the Government up to the year 
1875 the total coinage of silver dollars was only 
eight millions, and there were no silver dollar 
pieces in existence March 18, 1869, except in the 
cabinets of the coin collector and laboratory of 
the metaliurgist. The word ‘‘coin” in all the 
Statutes at that time could not therefore refer to 
the silver dollar. ‘ne word meant gold coin, for 
that was the only kind of coin then in circulation 
or in possession of the banks or in the vaults of 
the Government. 

The proposition is to purchase $4,000,000 worth 
of silver monthly instead of 82,000.000 as at pres- 
ent, to take the place of the leval-tender notes 
and national bank notes, and this is to be 
coined into standard silver dojlars. The larger 
part of the 285,000,000 of silver dollars now in the 
vaults of the Treasury will probably remain 
there permanently uniess they are brought out 
for the purpose of being sold or for recoinage. 
No one, not even the most persistent advocate of 
Silver, proposes to use any large amount of the 
Silver dollars in business transactions. Why. 
then, continue to convert silver bullion, if it 
must be purchased, into coin? No reason can be 
given except one of sentiment. 

Finally, the proposition is to make these silver 
certificates which are termed **waréhouse re- 
ceipts,” a legal tender. This question involves 
such serious, such far-reaching consequences 
that its discussion has been avoided by all the 
xreut financiers, by all the public men of this 
country from the outset. From time to time it 
has been brought before Congress and laid aside 
a$ impracticable and unwise, but finally placed 
upon the statute book, not as a measure of 
choice, not because any cousiderable number of 
members of Congress believed in tt, but be- 
cause they reluctantly came to the conciusion

BELIEVES IN FREE COINAGE, 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon Thinks Such @ 
Law Will Be Passed. 

WasuINneton, D. C., Dec. 26.—{Special.]— 
Senator Mitchel] of Oregon is a firm believer 
in the justice of a law providing for the free 
coinage of silver, Speaking on the subject 
today, he said: 

** At the least I think Congress will pass an 
act compelling the coinage of 4,000,000 silver 
dollars amonth, butif the Democrats tavor 
free coinage, as I am told they May, then the 
legislation may take that course. I heve no 
doubt that a free coinage act could pass the 
Senate, and if any such number of Democrats 
favor it as its friends claim it will pass the 
House. Another piece of legislation which I 
think will be favorably acted on will be that 
to compel the bank clearing-houses to settle 
one half of their daily balances in silver. 
The law now provides that this may be done, 
but the banks ignore it and settle ali their 
balances in gold, thus discriminating against 
silver. We think that this is not fair, and 
hope to pass a bill to stop it.”’ 

Mr. Mitchell’s colleague in the Senate, Mr. 
Dolph, does not favor free coinage. He does 
not think that.sucn a bill will become a law. 


GENERAL GLEANINGS FROM NEW YORK. 


An Injanction Against the Manitoba Ke- 
fused by Jadge Ingraham. 

New York, Nov. 26.—[Special.]—Judge 
Ingraham today refused the application of 
Frank C. Hollins for an injunction restrain- 
ing the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
railroad from transferring its assets to the 
Great Northern railroad company. The 
Judge said that it would be clearly an in- 
justice and the cause of loss to tne stock- 
holders who have subscribed to the 
Great Northern pian to grant an  in- 
junction, especiaily. as the plan is 
not prohibited by the statutes and is in no 
way illegal. He holds that in the reorganiza- 
tuon the directors did not act ultra vires, as 
claimed. When a stockholaer whose interest 
in the property is small tries prevent a 
step that has been ratified by the majority he 
must present a clear, legal right to relief, 
which Mr. Hollins had not done. Moreover, 
both corporations belong in Minnesota, and 
1t 1S in that State that the matter properly 
should be decided. : 


Threatened by Lederer. 

George W. Lederer himself went on the 
witness stand at the Tombs today todeny the 
claim of Ciara Chester, or Daisy Linton, the 
Gaiety dancer, to be his wife. The fact was 
brought out today that Lederer sent Frank 
Harvey, Treasurer of the Herrmann company, 
to the Chester sisters to threaten them with 
lmprisonment unléss they denied the story 
in writing that Clara was h:s wife, and to 
get possession of his damaging letters. It 
was also shown tbat another friend of 
Lederer’s wanted to get the clerk at the 
Coleman House to destroy the register con- 
taining the names of himself and the com- 
plainant as man and wife, and that the hotel 
register has mysteriously disappeared. 

Extent of Harry Brown’s Thievings. 

‘A meeting of the creditors of M. Brown & 
Co., shirt manufacturers of No. 40 White 
street, was held today. Lawyer Horwitz 
presented a statement on behalf of Marcus 
Brown, showing liabilities of $90,599. Mr. 
Horwitz explained how the firm had been 
robbed by Harry Brown, the junior partner. 
It appears that Harry Brown has taken from 
$70,000 to $80,006, and it may amount to $100,- 
000. He had sunk $30,000 in a Michigan 
copper mine and had gambied away a large 
amount. . 


A Compromise in the Ayer Case. 

The last steps in the Ayer case were taken 
yesterday. The order signed by Judge Shep- 
ard states that the petition filed by Merbers 
C. Ayer July 9, 1889, bas been withdrawn 
from the tiles of the court. Asto her share 
of the compromise Mrs. Harriet Hubbard 
Ayer in an interview says: ‘‘I have never 
asked or received or intended to ask or re- 
ceive any alimony trom the defendant, and I 
hereby release him from all claim fo rali- 
mony. Forseven years! have not received 
a dollar from my busband.”’

A. T. C, PIERSON, OF MASONIC NOTE, DEAD. 


One of the Best Known Secret Society Men 
in the United States. 

St. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 26.—A. T. C. Pierson, 
the greatest Masonic character in the world, 
died at his home, at No. 380 North Washington 
street, this morning, of Bright's disease, brought 
on by an attack of erysipelas. The funeral will 
be delayed three days at the request of Pierson, 
wbo was always afraid of being buried alive. 
Pierson was bornin New Jersey Aug. 29, 1817, 
and went to St. Paulin 1850. He was the best 
known secret society man in the United States. 
He has held the highest offices possible, bemg 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Masons, 
Grand Chapter, Grand Commandery, member of 
the Scottish rite, order of the Mystic Shrine, and 
was a thirty-third degree Mason. 


Indiana’s War Legislature. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.,° Nov. 26.—[Special.]— 
About one-third of the survivingmembers of In- 
diana’s war Leyislature. of 1861 are here in at- 
tendance at their @rst reunion. Of the 150 mem- 
bers of the body but fifty are now alive. Nearly 
haif of those at the reunion were officers of the 
Legislature and were the younger members of 
the hody. Mr. Bundy, the page in 1866, was the 
Republican candidate for Lieutenant-Governor 
of indiana. After perfecting their organization 
tonight with a view to holding reunions annual- 
ly, the members attended a banquet, at which 
each related reminiscences of the stirring days 
in which they helped Gov. Morton to manage the 
State’s affairs.

-—The Importance of Tonight’s Meeting 
—Kepublicans Will Pot » Strong Ticket 
in the Field—Interest Manifested in the 
Wards, 


Probably not one-hundtedth part of the 
registered voters of the sanitary district are 
paying the slightest attention to the sciec- 
tion of Drainage Trustees. Every man in 
Chicago, Republican and Democrat, who 1s 
making a living wholly or partiy out of pub- 
lic office 1s deeply interested. Those traffick- 
ers in office are likely to control the conven- 
tions of both parties. They are certain to 
control the Democratic convention. It may 
be that they can control the Republican con- 
vention. Thatis not likely. 

The Democrats, turbulent and noisy as 
they are, will submit to discipline by the 
party bosses. The question with them is: 
Who are the bosses! Cregier sets up to be 
the chief boss. He@is repudiated by the rank 
and fileas weak, vaciliating, ana false. It 
is certain that any candidate that he is 
known to favor will be strenuously opposed 
in the convention. Any candidate supported 
by his henchmen, Henry Hamilton, George 
P. Gilman, Tom O'Neill, and Cbarles 3B. 
Crain, are also likely to meet with opposition. 
There will not be a Cregier delegation in the 
whole convention. 

A Democratic Alderman said yesterday: 
“Cregier’s advocacy is futal to any man, 
James Walsh of the Twenty-fourth Ward, a 
respectable gentleman, would pe nominated 
beyond a question, but he is set down as 
Cregier’s man. That kills him. The only 
strength that Carter Harrison has is Cregier’s 
known hostality.”’ 

There have been several caucuses of the 
Democrats, and the slated ticlret is about as 
already announced in Tue TRIBUNE: 

Judge Prendergast and Schooi Inspector 
Frank Wenter, West Side; Tom Gahan, 
Stock-Yarks; Jonas Hutchinson or A. T. Ew- 
ing, South Side; and Charles IF. Clarke, 
North Side. 

Judge Prendergast is conceded a nomina- 
tion. He will reture from the county bench 
in the event of bis election. Tom Lynch Jr. 
is disputing the nomination with Mr. Clarke 
on the North Side, and the “boys” are 
bleeding him freely, but Clarke is going to 
get there. 

Carter Harrison’s friends are. trying to put 
him against Prendergast in the West Divis- 
ion, but Carter is marked a back number. 

A pretty story is told about the Stock- 
Yards nomination. A certain city employé 
of the Democratic persuasion was booked 
for it. Cregier, was told to call him off. 
Cregicr didso. He is always, obedient to 
suchcommands. Thentne Stock- Yards cor- 
porations named Tom Gahan as their can- 
didate. Cregier accepted him. He will be 
the nominee. The Stock-Yards corporations 
will put up $200,000 for his election. It will 
be b ae aay into the Democratic campaign 
fund. 

Now as a sequel to this, the Stock-Yards 
corporations also propose to nominate a man 
onthe Republhcan ticket. They have two 
candidates—Irus Coy, attorncy for the 
Union Stock- Yards’ company, and George T. 
Williams, Vice-President of the same 
company. Tim Hogan of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward, the committeeman who forgot to dis- 
tribute Republican tickets the last election 
day, is the principal supporter of Coy. Mr. 
Williams has a more extensive support. 

Both Mr. Williams and Mr. Coy are op- 
posed, not on personal grounds, but because 
of their monopolistic connections. One of 
the branches of the drainage pian contem- 

lates a conduit from tne iake between 

hirty-nioth and Forty-third stréet to the 
maip drainage channel at or near Brighton 
Park. This would necessarily run throvgn 
the Stock-Yards. It would greatly improve 
the Stock-Yards property. But suppoge a 
Drainage Board nad as members a Republic- 
an and a Democratic member, the company, 
instead of being assessed for the bene to 
property, might be paid tor damages to prop- 
erty. Hence the anxiety to get candi 
on both tickets. The monopolies will 
candidates on the Democratic ticket. They 
will scarcely get candidates on the Republic- 
an ticket. 

As far as could be learned yesterday the 
Republican ticket is likely to be John Sum- 
merfield-or Arthur Dixon, Charles L. Hutch- 
inson, John Spry or D. B. Scully, Louis Wulff 
or W.. K. Sullivan, Gen. Joseph Stockton. 
About the nominawons of Messrs. Stockton 
and Hutchinson there seems to be little 
doubt. 

Atter the Democratic convention Saturday 
there will be a meeting of léading Republic- 
ans to look over the situation.

Some people were afraid that 
Lake Michigan would be drained. 

“Well,” said Mx. Guthrie, “if we could 
promise cities like\ Milwaukee and others 
along the lake that we would reduce the 
level of the lake one foot it would be highly 
gratifying tothem, But we can’t make any 
such promise. A canal, such as i 
proposed would reduce the surface 
inches in a year. Every spring the freshets 
raise tne lake fourteen inches. So we would 
only reduce the floods by about three inches. 
We would create a water power better than 
that at Lowell, Mass., in fact, the greatest 
in the world. We would have a valley of 325 
miles of a magnificent river—the present Ib- 
nois—connecting us with the Mississippi 
River and the Gulf. The more you study the 
scheme the grander it appears, and the 
wonder grows why it was not done long ago.” 

Mr. Guthrie thought Chicago would not 
have to raise more than $12,000,000. The 
General Government would give $8,000,000 
that would otherwise be uselessiy spent in 
some other waterway scheme,

IT 18 FEARED THAT THE HEAD OF 
THE FIRM HAS LEFT FOR EUROPE. 


His Son Cannot Be Found, Either— Bidgood, 
the Bookkeeper, Held in Bonds of $15,- 
000—What Dr. Rice Has to Say of Fred- 
eriksen’s Actions and the Extent of His 
Operations—fHlow the Oberg Case Ke- 
aulted in Unearthing the Fraud. 

Nels C. Frederizsen will oe brought back 
to Chicago on a requisition if he can be 

-found. He left the city Saturday and was io 

New York Monday. It is feared that he 

may have taken the first boat for Europe 

after hearing of the arrest of his cashier, 

Walter H. Bidgood. His son and factotum, 

D. G. M. Frederiksen, has not been seen for 

two or three davs. He is said to be with rel- 

atives in a suburbof the city. The police are 
aiso looking for him. The tamily residence 
en Washington boulevard is deserted and no 
wne seems to know what has becomeof any 


mber of tne family. 
othe cashier, Bidgood, was brought before 
Justice Prindivilie at the armory yesterday 
morning. He was pale and nervous, and 
kept silent while his case was being dis- 


sed of. 
4s How much is said to bave been taken?” 


asked the court after the officers bad re- 
quested a continuance. 

* As a formality we will say $50,000,” re- 
plied Mr. T. G. Cowie, who caused the ar- 
rest in the interest of his father-in-law, Dr. 
John A. Rice, of Hartland, Wis. _ , 

The bonds were fixed at $15,000 and Bid- 
good was led below. He claims that if any 
swindling was done he was simply an inno- 
cent tool in Frederiksen’s bands. 

Dr. Rice arrived from Wisconsin during 
the afternoon and joined his son-in-law at 
the Sherman House. Officers Kaye and 
Leonard of the Central Station were in 
waiting and accompanied Dr. Rice to police 
headquarters, where he was closeted with 
Lieut. Elliott for half an hour. The Lieuten- 
ant agreed that much valuable time had been 
lost, and suggested that an immediate inter- 
view should be had with the State’s At 


torney. 

Mr. Cowie had been haunting the State’s 
Attorney’s office since morning. He 
had taiked the matter over 
with Mr. Longenecker. The case 
was ready to present toa grand jury at any 
time, Mr. Cowie said, but the State’s Attor- 

ney replied that Frederiksen and the other 
ties wanted should be immediately appre- 
Coosa and there would be no difficulty in 

arranging the necessary formalities to the 
criminal prosecution. 

_ Dr. Rice had an interview with Mr. Longe- 
necker early in the evening, and trom his 
presentation of the tacts Mr. Longenecker 
agreed that a requisition could be obtained 
immediately. A telegram has been sent to 
the New York police to-arrest Frederiksen, 

SUFFICIENT PROOF. 

“T have indubitable proof, sufficient to 
send Frederiksen ata others to the peniten- 
tiary for this gigantic swindle,’ said Dr. 
Rice toa Trinune reporter. ‘I only fear 
that he will skip the country before the po- 
lice can catch him in New York.” 

“ How iong have you known Frederiksen?” 

‘Nearly three years. I became acquainted 
with him through Milwaukee capitalists who 
were investing with him. I was led to be- 
lieve that Frederiksen had a good thing in 
Western lands aad i began toinvest with 

- him, These investments were in the shape 
of niortgages. I hold a- great number of 

- them. ny [ know to be frauaulent and 
‘worthless. How many I can’tsay. I don’t 

care to state the amount I have involved. 

‘Frederiksen dealt in railroad lands in 
Kansas, Iowa, Minnesota, and elsewhere. 
He pretended to sell the land in smali farms 
to poor people, taking part cash and part 
mortgages. The mortgages he sold to capi- 

talists. There are many thousands of poor 
men living on these lands today, some of 
them having iand contracts and some deeds, 
who are not entitled to one cent’s interest in 
the property they believe to be their own. 

“Many of these poor meno gave mortgages 
to Frederiksen in good faith and h@sold tne 
Tortgages. But Frederiksen never had a 
title to the land himself, and the mortgages 
ang the title deeds given by him to the pur- 
chasers are worthless. Why? Because he 
did not pay the railroad cqgmpanies for the 
lands under his contract and the title to them 
remained in the railroads. These mortgages 
are worthiess, but not fraudulent. 

' “ Prederikxsen sold large numbers of other 

mortgages which were simply fraudulent 

ron nothing else. I have absolute 
that he orought men into his office and 

d them to sign biank mortgages—men who 
no intention of purchasing, men who 
never saw the land subseqduentiy described 
in the mortgages and had no idea of 
moving on it. Not only this, but 
the land described did not belong to Freder- 
iksen and never had. He confessed it al! to 
me. He said he had been driven to it by his 
financial troubles. He had intended paying 
the railroad companies for the land as soon 
as he was able. and make the settiers’ deeds 
and the mortgages he had sold both secure. 

Then he was driven to make this other kind 

of morgages and sell them. I Jet him have 

@ little to try and straighten things out.” 

CONFESSED TO SEVERAL. 

“Does Mr. Nunnemacher of Milwaukee 
know ail these details?” 

“Frederiksen confessed to Mr. Nunne- 
Macher ang to Mr. ©. D. Kendrick of 

Milwaukee as well as to myself 
that he had been issuing trauduient 
deeds and mortgages. I was in favorof hav- 
ing him arrested, but the others thought tne 
affair could be tided over. We did not then 
know the enormous extent of the fraud, and 


supposed $400,000 or $500,000 the limit. ‘the 


hews of other crookedness of which we 
knew nothing has been published since and 
eriksen left,”’ 

He said that a large number of Chicago 
dealers in railroad lands hold much of Fred- 
eriksen’s paper, but are keeping quiet about 
it for fear of injuring their credit. 

Dr. Rice intimates that he has the ad- 
dresses of seventy-five men who signed 
mortgages for land they never owned. To 
these men Frederiksen paid $5 apiece to put 
their names to blank mortgages. 

‘Many vague rumors are heard concerning 
thenames and number of Frederiksen’s 
vicums. That they are numerous and ex- 
tend all over the United State« and even to 
Europe there is ampie evidence. The rich 
and poor have suffered alike. In his choice 
of victims Mr. Frederiksen seems to have 
been entirely impartial. They range from 
the millionaire banker to the poor laboring- 
Man endeavoring to secure a home and 
the frugal servant girl who has tried to find 
4 good investment for her hard earned sav- 

gs

WISHES TO BE RELIEVED. 

Mr. Haugan, the receiver, appeared before 
Judge Shepard yesterday and asked leave to 
resign his position as receiver. He stated 
that since his appointment Nov. 4 he had 
found no property in the concern except 
$52.39 in money and a tin box and some paper 
boxes containing papers of no apparent 
Value and various securities pledged to a 
#reat number of persons scattered over the 
country. To realize from them would re- 

quire an outlay of thousands of dollars tor 
expenses in getting them into shape. - The 
creditors had refused to advance money to 
pay theénecessary costs of an investigation 
into the nature and amounts of the securities.

PRESIDENT HIPPOLYTE IN DANGER. 


Haytians Dissatisfied with His Administra- 
tion—A Revolt Threatened. 

New York, Nov. 2%.-—[Special.]—The 
Duteh steamer Frederick Hendrik brought 
sensational news from Hayti today. Capt. 
Prins said that when he left Port au Prince, 
the Capital of the Black Republic, the 20th 
inst., the people of the south were up in 
arms against Gen. Hippolyte, the newly 
elected President and successor of Legitime. ° 

Capt. Prins learned upon inquiny that since 
the inauguration ceremonies in October, the 
influential residents of the gity had shuwn 
symptoms of dissatisfaction with the new 
régime, but there was no open display of dis- 
ruption until tre 15th, when there were sev- 
eral threatened arrests for high treason. A 
few days before the steamer left the harbor 
there was a rumored intention of attacking 
Hippolyte and his party, and on the eve of 
the depature of the vessel it was said tnat 
1,000 men had risen with the avowed inten- 
tidn of pulling the northern ruler from his 
hard earned seat. | 

The officers of the steamer say that the 
movement against the new President has 
been secretly conducted, but that it has been 
going on since the election and the banish- 
ment of Gen. Legitime to France. There 
were ten passengers on the steamer. Among 
these were several admirers of Gen. Le- 
gitime, who preferred to be outof the coun- 
try in the event of an outbreak.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.. Nov. 26.—[Special.]— 
Burgliars iast night robbed the stores of John 
Ward, Walker & Co. and Joseph Baldwin at 
Greenfield, Ind., of several bundred dollars’ 
worth of goods, and early this morning a 
posse of fifteen farmers started in pursuit of 
them, having learned that they were coming 
toward Indianapolis with their plunder.

MINISTER RYAN ON OUR RELATIONS 
WITH SPANISH-AMPRICAN NATIONS. 


Why We Do Not Have More Intercourse 
Commercially with Mexico—The Lead 
Ore Matter— What the Effect of a Reci-. 
procity Treaty Would Be—Gen.- Post’s 
Ideas on the Silver Question—-Interviews 
with Others Stopping in the City. 

‘‘No more important question is before the 
people of the United States than our commercial 
relations with the Spanish-American nations. 
said Thomas Ryan, our Minister to Mexico, who 
was at the Grand Pacific yesterday en route for 
“And chief among the n2a- 
tions of Central and South American m com- 
mercial importance to us 1s Mexico. You want 
to know why our trade with Mexico is so small, 
and what We must doto make itlarger? A gen- 
eral answer is that we must have a reciprocity 
treaty. The commercial relations between the 
two countries have been strained by several oc- 


}currences, You know we had the commercial 


treaty of 1831, which terminated in 1881. We 

sent a commission headed by Gen. Grant to ne- 

gotiate a new treaty. That treaty was made, 

approved by the President, and ratified by the 

Senate, but the ratification was in such form 

that the treaty was not operative till acted on by 

the House. The House rejected the treaty, and 

the language oi the committee’s repert was to say 
the least hardly complimentary to Mexico and the 
Mexican people. That action of a Democratic 
House has left us without any treaty, and the 
manner of its rejection has rankled not a little 
among the Mexican people. Years ago a law 
was passed levying a tax of 10 per cent ad valor- 
em on a!) imports carried in foreign vessels. An 
exception was made of all countries with which 
we had treaties specifying otherwise. As we nad 
such treaties with about every commercial na- 
tion of importance, the law was not of much 
moment. After the termination of our treaty 

with Mexico in 1881, and while a new treaty was 
pending, this tax was not enforced against im- 
sports in Mexican vessels. The Garfield Adminis- 
tration didn’t enforce it: Neither did Arthur 
The law seemed to be forgotten. But in some 
way the attention of the present Administration 
was called to the law. The law was mandatory. 
There was nothing todo but enforce it and it 
has beenenforced. Itis asmall matter. There 
are but a few vessels. The Mexican people do 
not understand it. It looks to them like a bit of 
ill will over a trivial matter. Their:tax on live 
stock imports was a direct slap made in a spirit 
of resentment. A large business was growing 
up in this direction. It has been cut sharply off. 

“The lead ore matter about which some of the 
Western miners are greatly exercised has caused 
some ill-feeling there too. But that matter is 
definitely settled. Some think they can revive 
it, but they can’t. The decision which has been 
made will stand, and Congress will not change 
it. Some owners of lead-producing minés want 
it reversed. The owners of the smelters are as 
strongly opposed to a change. As a matter of 
fact the Mexican mines which are shipping ore 
into this country are owned in this country. It 
is all an affair between our own people. 

“The general feeling in Mexico is one of much 
friendliness toward the United States. There is 
an adverse sentiment by a small faction. Every- 
thing that the combired influence of the foreign 
commercial interests can do is done to foster 
this hostile sentiment. Our trade now, though, 
is much greater than is generally supposed. The 
only record our Government keeps of exports is 
of tnose shipped by water. There are three in 
ternational railways between this country and 
Mexico, but we have no record of what they 
carry. I think without doubtif we could really 
know the total of our exports we would find 
there was no balance of trade against us. 

‘*In my opinion a satisfactory reciprocity treaty 
could be made which would not adversely affect 
any interest in this country with the possible ex- 
ception ofsome lead mines. I believe withiu 
five years after sucha treaty was in force our 
trade with Mexico would amount to $100,000,000. 
It has been said that 8 per cent of our imports 
from the Spanish-American nations are now on 
the free list, and this fact is used to indicate that 
any further treaty is not necessary. Does not 
that rather show we can have buta small trade 
in those articles on which thereisa duty ?. With 
reciprocity treaties which would allow us to send 
our goods into the South American markets free 
of duty while the goods of other countries bad to 
pay a tariff, we would soon control the trade of 
this hemisphere. ”’ 


“Next to the revision of the tariff the cur- 
rency question is the most important thing to 
come before this Congress,” said Gen. Philip 
Post, who came in from Galesburg yesterday on 
his way to Washington, ‘‘1 don't mean alone 
the silver question, Our currency is too small. 
The extert of the country and the way in which 
we do business make a greater volume of cur- 
rency necessary than is necessary in Europe. As 
a matter of fact we have less than the countries 
of Europe have. I suppose 1 am what they call 
asilverman. I believe in silver. We have de- 
based it only to benefit Europe, especially En- 
giand, and to cripple ourselves. I have a plan 
for the use of silver which at least has the merit 
of being a new plan. In the first place separate 
all connection between the number of grains in 
a silver dollar and matter of coinage. I have 
nothing to say atout the weight of a dollar. 
Make it weigh a pound if necessary. But the 
matter of coinage I would fix this way: Let 
the Treasurer of the United States be 
instructed to receive all bullion, gold or 
sitver, coming from American mines, and 
issue ‘to the depositor certificates for as many 
‘dollars as the amount of gold or silver deposited 
would make. These certificates to be exchange- 
able for regular silver certificates. The Govern- 
ment would issue certificates against the bullion 
deposited, Dut not actually go to the trouble of 
coining itinto dollars. The operation would be 
There are hut three divisions to it. The 
Treasurer must ascertain, first, that the bullion 
is from American mines; second, how many doi- 


lars it would coin; and, third, issue certificates 


for that amount. The argument that the miner 
can bring 74 cents’ worth of silver to the Govern- 
ment and get a dollar for it has no place in dis- 
cussing this proposition. The weight of the dol- 
lar I dv not consider. Make it weigh whatever 
is necessary. Ali this agitation about silver is 
already having a good effect. The price of silver 
is rising. 

‘Yes, 'm especially pleased with yesterday's 
appointment. Hitchcock was my man. I have 
been decidedly fortunate as to appointments, 
and now have nothing more to ask for. I see 
there is already beginning to be some talk about 
Farweil’s reéiection and about the chances of 
candidates opposed to him. Thatshould all stop. 
We want to elect our Legislature first. After we 
have that we can talk about electing the next 
Senator. 

‘‘The Worla’s Fair fight will not be between 
New York and Chicago. It will be between 
Washington and Chicago. But I haven't a ques- 
tion that we will win and bring it West.” 


‘The State should bave a Board of Pardons,”’ 
said Penitentiary Commissioner ,Wrignt of 
Woodstock, “It isn’t right to put that res ponsi- 
bility on the Governor. He bas before him now 
over fifty applications. Probably there are 
some of them which, if he should grant, would 
raise a tremendous howl that he was doing it all 
for political capital or from some bad motive. 
There ure pardons which as a matter of fact 
really should ‘be granted, but if they were 
grunted by any one who might afterwards come 
before the people for votes it would be chargea 
and believed that they were granted for political 
reasons. A Board of Pardons would relieve the 
Governor of all that.”’

IT HAD A ROPE TIED TO IT. 


Mr. Starin’s $500,000 Subscription to New 
York's Fand Not tn Sight. 

New York,, Nov. 26.—[Special.|—John H. 
Starin, the steamboat mau, promised to sub- 
scribe a half-million dollars to the World’s 
Fair fund in New York. This promise was 
made atone of the early meetings of the 
Genéral Committee. Afterward Mr. Starin 
wens to Europe. He did not subsctibe be- 
fore going, but that.-balf-million has been 
looked upon by New-Yorkers as being a part 
of their fund. Mr. Starin returned from 
Europe today, but he did not hasten 
to make good his promise as soon 
as he landed. When a reporter’ went 
to see him today he was unable to find him. 
Mr. Starin’s son-in-law said, however, that 
the great steamboat owner never intended to 
subscribe so large an amount himself. When 
he spoke of it he surposea the fund to be 
raised in Néw York was $25,000,000, ana in- 
tended to say the steamboat interest would 
subscribe $500,000. Since the amount to be 
raised is oniy $5,000,000 the steambvat men 
can only be asked to subscribe one-fifth of 
the amount promised = Mr. Starin, which is 
$100,000. Mr..Starin’s kinsman said the per- 
sonal subscription of that gentleman, would 
bardly be more than $10,000, which is some- 
what less than the magnificent half million 
the New-Yorkers are expecting. 

The trustees of the Episcopai church today 
agreed to offer the new cathedral grounds as 
a portion of the World’s Fair site, fhe 
terms of the lease will be agreed upon tomor- 
row. Two reasops actuated the trustees in 
coming to this decision. Unless the grounds 
controlled by them are used as a’portion of 
the World’s Fair site the grounds agreed 
upon will. not be available. To have retused 
to allow the use of them would have given a 
black eye to New York. The second reason 
was that work on the new cathedral cannot 
be begun until i892, and should the World’s 
Fair be located the work on the pro- 
posed new church will not be delayed 
much. It is not known what rental 
will be paid, buat probably the, rate 
will be 5 per cent on the valuation—the price 
to be paid for all other private land that is 
used. Itisto be feared that New- Yorkers 
did not pay sufficient attention to this subjeet 
of rentais or they would not have fixed the 
limit of the fund they agreed to raise at 
$5,000,600. More than one-half of this sum 
will have to be paid for rent alone. The pri- 
vate property to be uséu is generally believed 
to be worth at least $17,000,000. A rental of 5 
per cent on this valyation would be $850,000a 
year, and for three years would be $2,450,000, 
which would leaye only $2,450,000 for the 
erection of buildings and other expenses.

The Queen Leaves Balmoral — Emperor 
William’s Visit to the Sultan Was Kath- 
er Expensive to That Monarch—A Ru- 
mor That the Queen of Spain Will 
Marry John Orth—Mr,. Gladstone’s Pro- 
gram —Some Noted Manuscripts for 
Saie—London Notes, 

[New York Tribune Cable.) 

Lonpon, Nov. 25.—The Queen had a beau- 
tiful day for leaving Balmoral and the drive 
to Ballater in an open carriage must have 
made her regret that she had to come south. 
She looked well, both there and at Aberdeen 


and Perth, whefe, as usual, the public were 


excluded. She was somewhat lame both at 
Perth and at Windsor, where she arrived 
Thursday, and waiked with a stick, but 
looked wonderfully well and none the worse 
for the long journey. Lord Salisbury and 
the Prince of Wales expressed, after their 
return from Windsor, wonder at seeing how 
vigorous and well she was after the journey. 
AN EXPENSIVE GUEST. 

The visit of the German Emperor and Em- 
press to Constantinople has cost the Sultan 
from first to last at least £150,000. All the 
preparations for the imperial guests were 
on atruly oriental scaie of splendor, being 
characterized by the most lavish extrava- 
gance in every department. Emperor W ill- 
1am is much biamed for having allowed the 
Empress to accept diamonds from the Sultan, 
which are known to have cost upward of 

25,000. The total value of haif of a ship 
load of superb presents, which were carried 
to Berlin, is estimated to be nearly £60,000, 
The Sultan showed the greatest complacency 
towards his guests, but the Emperor ieft 
Constantinople tirmly convinced that Abdul 
Hamid’s morbid dread of assassination 
rendered him practically insane. The 
palace which the German Emperor and 
Empress occupied during their visit is 
situated within the extensive grounds of 
Yildiz Kiosk, where the Sultan always lives. 
The palace, which is simply a huge Swiss 
chalet with gables, balconies, and carvings, 
standson a hill and commands one of the 
finest views in the world. It is guarded on 
ailsides by a chain of sentries. The vast 
and thickly-wooded park which surrounds 
the Sultan’s residence contains in addition 
to several palaces a great number of kiosks, 
in which the imperial household and body- 
guard, who number 8,000 persons, reside. 

SHOOTING FOR THE MARKET. 

The Duke of Cambridge bas not been par- 
ticularly fortunate in his recent shooting 
parties. Atone house the lunch was cold, 
and the birds few and far between, but ata 
certain lordly mansion the Usual basket of 
game to take away was altogether wanting.

ANOTHER REPORT ABOUT JOBN ORTH. 

There is a rumor at Berlin and Vienna that 
the recent hurried visit of Archduke Al- 
brecht to his niece, the Queen Regent of 
Spain, was caused by her intention to con- 
tract a second marriage shortly, to which all 
her Hapsburg relatives are strongly opposed. 
it is whispered, moreover, that the Queen’s 
future husband is her kinsman, Archduke 
John Salvator of Hapsburg-Lorraine, who, 
having renounced his rank and tities, is 
known to his friends as Joha Orth. Arch- 
duke John, however, is constantly being 
tuiked about in this way: A few weeks ago 
there was a report thai be would probably 
marry the Archduchess Stephanie. 

WILL OPPOSE LORD HARRIS, 

The opposition intends to attack the ap- 
pointment of Lora Harris to Bombay in the 
House of Commons on the ground that it is 
irregular to fill such a post neariy six months 
in advance, and that when a vacancy really 


occurs it is possible that Lord Salisbury may’ 


not be in office. * 
THE SEPARATIST PROGRAM. 

I hear that Mr. Gladstone consented to add 
payment of members to the separatist pro- 
gram, and he is strongiy urged to announce 
the fact in Manchester next week. Prof. 
Stuart is understood to have officially com- 
municated this new advance in Mr. Giad- 
stone’s views to the London Radical! Associa- 
tion. Both this question and that of the 
eight hours working day (Mr. Gladstone be- 
ing at present only open tw conviction as to 
the latter proposal) will lead to .bitter quar- 
rels in the separatist camp, and therefore 
the greatest efforts are being made to pre- 
veat the eight- hours question from being 
brgught up at Manchester. , 

RAGE OF THE SILLY SEASON. 

The silly season is evidently raging with 
severity when we find Vanity Fair annoup- 
cing that Mr. Gladstone is to receive a peerage 
and the St. James’ Gazette with infantile in- 
genuousness, which at leastis worthy of sym- 
pathy, actually accepting this horrid non- 
sense as seriousness. 

LORD RANDOLPH’S PROGRAM. 

Ihear that Lord Randoiph Churchill is 
rather caught by the popularity of the new 
sociai program of the Liverals and that he 
contemplates paying off old scores against 
the Tory leaders by appearing with the rival 
program in the interests of Tory Democracy. 
Lord Randolph isa disappointed politician, 
and like most disappointed menis disposed 
to be reckless and wayward. I believe the 


‘heads of his program are reduction in taxu- 


tion, leasehold enfranchisement, and better 
homes for the working classes. He proposes 
to attain the latter object by giving large 
powers to town and county councils.

IRELAND AND THE POPE, 


Strained Kelations Metween the 
Catholics and Rome. 

Lonpon, Nov. 23.—Witha sigh of relief 
from those most concerned and least con- 
cerned, Sir Henry James finished his speech. 
A curious explanation was given to me to- 
day of,the reason for Sir Henry James’ un- 
conscionabie wordiness and prolixity during 
the last week vetore the commission. His 
speech, which was begun in @ brilhant fash- 
ion and was continued sa for nearly two 
weeks, all at once dropped © the poor level 
of aman desperately talking against time, 
and deteriorated so in quality that even tne 
Tory papers ceased printing summaries of it. 
rhe cause of this, I find, is that P. J. 
Sheridan, who is living somewhere out 
in the Western States, suddenly _re- 
opened communication w'th the Lonaon 
dimes some ten days ago, and Jumes began 
marking time day after day while these ne- 
gotiations were pending, Sheridan was in 
Dublin disguised as a priest at tne time of 
the Phoenix Park murders, and it seems 
pretty clear that he knew a good deal about 
them. Last spring the @wnes people were 
confident they could get him to tome to Lon- 
don and unbosom himself, put in Aprii he 
abruptly broke off bargaining. 

Mr. avitt’s discoveries among Pigott’s 
papers were not to bé allowed to come before 
the commissipn. but they’ ought to play an 
important part in Parnell’s' suit against the 
Times and in the later Parliamentary debate. 
lt is stated that among thé documents found 
are letters from the Zimesin reply to Pigott’s 
request to be allowed not tO appear as a wit- 
ness, because he really was not certain the 
letters were genuine, démanding that he 
enter the box and do the vest he could to 
strengtnen the 7imes’ charges that they were 
written by Parnell. 

Mr. Stead has been printingin the Pall 
Mall Gazette a striking series Of letters em- 
bodying tne impressionsof the Papacy which 
he gained by his recent visit to me. Aljl- 
though fortified by letters from Cardinal 
Manning he failed to secure an audience 
with either the Pope or Oardinal Rampolila, 
but he saw enough to inspire an extremely 
eloquent protest against tae manner in which 
this group of effete and lintited Italian clerics 
are running the church into the ground. 

I have just returned from avisit to Ire- 
land, where these letters are making a pro- 
found impression. Never before have so 
many /’all Mail Gazettes been bought in the 
Emerald Isle, and in more than one village I 
saw copies worn almost to rags through use, 
having gone the round of every housein the 
place. I donot know whether the letters are 
to be reprinted in book form in England, but 
they will certainly be iu Ireland, and they 
are likely to exert considerable infiuence 
upon the already strained relations between 
the Irish Catholics and Keme. — 

There has been a prodigious awakening in 
Ireland on this question since Mer. Persico’s 
letters were published some months ago. 
They revealed for the first time overt signs 
of an Italian conspiracy against nationalism, 
and the substance of them bas been reprinted 
throughout Ireland by the national press. 
This little seed has already growo into a 
great tree, and the Irish clergy are exces- 
sively uneasy over the dilemma of choosing 
between a break with Rome and a break with 
ne people which is threatened in the near 
uture,

A Connecticut Offender Offers to the Court 
Some Suggestions of St. Paul. 
Wiiirmantic, Conn., Nov, 16.—Robert E. 
Beville ot this borough is @ queer criminal. 
He was arrested the o day for’ sending 
ing an obscene letter his comely step- 
daughter, and United States Marsha! Bates 
took him before United States Commissioner 
Allen Tenny at Norwich, the complaint 
against him being that of violating a postal 
law. . 
Beville, who has hitherto been regarded 
as being a respectable citizen, is a slight 
man with a rather fanatical mien. After 
the complaint against him had been read 
by the Marshal and ‘his counsel had 
waived examination in -behalf of the 
accused mano, Beville seiemniy arose 
and asked for a Bible. Desirous 
of humoring the prigoner, who is 
by no means insane, United States Commis- 
sioner Tenny unaertook to find a copy of the 
Scriptures, but he sought in-vain for one in 
his own law office, those of-half a dozen other 
attorneys in the same building, and a neigh- 
boring newspaper office, but finally got one in 
a Iemocratic politician’s office down street. 
Then Bevilie, Bible in hand, after confessing 
that his offense was an utterly inexcusapie 
and motiveiess one, based a plea for leniency 
on Verses 6, 7, 8, and 10, in Chap. ii.,"IL Cor. 

He read the verses: 

6. Sufficient to such a man is this punishment 
which was inflicted of many.

A RAPID-FIRING GUN. 


The Driggs-Schroedér Invention Sold to 
English Capitalist<« for $600,000. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Noy. -25.—The Driggs- 
Schroeder rapid-firing gun,..invented by 
Lieuts. Driggs and Schroeder, United States 
navy officers, has been sold to English capital- 
ists for $600,000. Lieut. “Schroeder ‘is the 
commander of the dynamite cruiser Vesu- 
vius, and Lieut. Driggs is one of the best 
authorities in the navy On Ordnance matters, 
haying graduated at Annapolis at the head of 
his class. The sale was consummated in this 
city last week, and if is stated that 
the two inventors weré paid the’ full 
purchase price in cash, Several of 
the guns were obuilt-. at-. ©ramp’s 
shipyard for experimental purposes, and 
after being subjected tothe severest tests 
by English ordnance experts the latter unan- 
imousiy recommended their immediate pur- 
chase, and no time was lost in coming to 
terms. As usualin such cases, the United 
States ordnance experts could not find any 
merit in the gun, and the inventors were 
compelled to go outof their country to have 
their genius properly and substantially ap- 
preciated. The advantages of the new gun 
consist in its light weight and rapid firing 
capacity. It weighs only fifteen. pounds, is 
made of the strongest kind of steel, and can 
fire ashot three miles. It can be tired three 
times as fast as the famous English Arm- 
Strong gun. The name of the new company 
will be che Drigys-Schroedef Ordnance com- 
pany, and a!l the work will ibe. done in En- 
ane excepting the guns said to the United 

tates Government, which will be manufact- 
ured here, owing to the act of Congress re- 
quiring all ordnance used: in the army and 
navy to be made in this country. 


Fatal Expidsion of Natural Gag. 

DAYTON, O., Nov. 26.—Great erowds of people 
surrounded the ruins of the residence of W. S. 
Hawthorne that was wrecked by & natural gas 
explosion at 1:15 o'¢lock this morning. The cause 
of the catastrophe may never be Known, or, if it 
was a leak, whether it was in tile house or in the 
street, as the street mains were shattered and 
ripped up and the house yrenae scattered over 
the property.

HE CONTINUES A CASE 4ND ADVISES A 
LAWYER TO TAKE ANOTHER TAOK. 


Habeas Corpus Proceedings in Which a 
Mother Wishes to Take Her Child to 
Canada Brings Up a Novel Legal Point— 
A Furniture Dealer Charges Tolman et 
AL, with Usury and Obtains an Injanc- 
tion -Legal Notes—The Record—The 
Call. 


In the habeas corpus case by which Mrs. Jane 
McCoskrie is seeking to secure control of her 
daughter, Claudia May McCoskrie, from her has- 
band, James, a curious question came up before 
Judge Tuley. Mrs. McCoskrie followed her hus- 
band from London, Ont., Whence he eloped a 
year ago with Mrs. Sarah Cameron, bringing bis 
daughter with him. Justice Wallace bound thé 
elopers over to the Criminal Court. Mrs. Mc- 
Coskrie sued out @ habeas corpus and when tne 
matter came before Judge Tuley it was developed 
that the mother proposed if she got. possession of 
the girl to take her back to Canada. The court 
came to the conclusion that the law scarcely jus- 
titled him in making an order which would send 
the child out of his jurisdiction. In this dilemma 
he continued the habeas corpus matter to Fri- 
day and advised the mother's lawyer to endeavor 
to discover some other legal process.

e He Charges Usury. 

An injunction was issued by Judge Tuley ina 
suit by Walter Hill, a dealer in furniture, 
against the Chicago Trust and Savings Bank, the 
Midiand company, Daniel H. Tolman, and C. L. 
Brown, Hill says that between November, 1885, 
and November, 1888, he borrowed of the bank 
$11,850 in various amounts. He claims that he 
bas paid the loans with legal interest, having 
paid $12,134, but that ‘the defendants hold a note 
for $4,910, which they claim to be part of the 
loans, and threaten to sell a quantity ef securi- 
ties deposited by Hill as collateral. He alleges 
that the note in question represents usurious in- 
terest, and asks to have it canceled@.

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| WHY STUBBS RESIGNED, 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC NEEDS HIM 
MORE THAN THE 8ST. PAUL, 


A Prospective Alliance Between the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul and Northwestern 
Deprives Him of His Usefalness on the 
Sr. Paul and He Returns to His FPirat 
Love — Sioux City Wants Competitien 
Between Kailroads — Uther Kailroad 
News. 


The resignation of J. C. Stubbs as Second 
Vice-President of the Milwaukee & St, Paul, 
after having occupied that positon jess than 
a month, and his return to the Southern Pa- 
cific, causes much comment in railway eir- 
cies here. The opinion is generally expressea 
that Tue TRinuNE was correct in stating at 
the time that his appointment was the re- 
sulcof the combination formed between 
Gould and Huntington, and tnat Mr. 
Stubbs was to direct the transconti- 
nentai traflic for that combination from 
this end and protect the Southera 
Pacific’s Eastern interests. Since then the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul has left that compina- 
tion, and it would create no surprise if it 
should come into the Vanderbiit combina- 
tion, as Drexel, Morgan & Co. have a large 
interest in the road. 

Rumors have been current for some time 
that a close traffic alliance between the 
Northwestern and Milwaukee & St. Paul is 
contemplated. President Hugnitt of the 
former and President Miller of the latter 
road are now in New York, and it is believed 
that they went in furtherance of this end, 
Such an alliance would not only stop the 
competition between those two systems, 
but would materially strengthen the 
Union Pacific-Northwestern combination, 
as the loss of the traffic of tne 
Rock Island, Missouri Pacific, Buriington, 
and Wabash would seriously cripple the 
Union Pacific, unless it can get the Dusiness 
of the Milwaukee & St. Paul in addition to 
that of tne Northwestern. 

Owing to this change of position on the 
part of the Milwaukee & St. Paul it is be- 
lieved the services of Mr. Stubbs were no 
longer needed. Mr. Stubbs said yesterday 
tha, be made the change without consulting 
the principai owners of the Southern Pacific. 
He meta majority of them in New York last 
week and they asked him to return. He 
placed the matter before President Miller of 
the St. Paul, who consented. 


A WIDE DIFFERENCE OF OPINION, 


2.900 | How the Union Pacific-Northwestern Alli- 


anee Is Regarded at Sioux City. 

Sioux Crry, Ia, Nov. 26.—|Speciai.}|—The 
alliance recently consummated between the 
Union Pacific and Chicago & Northwestern 
roads excites much interest here, and there 
is wide difference of opinion as to its effect 
upon trans-Missouri freigttt rates. 

The optimists claim that the combine will 
prove of great advantage to Sioux City by 
placing 1ton an equal footing with Omaha 
and Kansas City, to the extent of making it 
au important point on a transcontinental 
route that will carry as much traffic as passes 
through either of the two cities further 
down the stream. 

On the other hand, the pessimists see dan- 
ger. To their minds it means a determined 
effort to exterminate trans-Missouri exten- 
sion of upper lake competition. They regard 
the gigantic pool, controlling as it does di- 
rectly 25,000 miles of railroad and with co- 
ercive power over as much more, as & service 
of notice on all the other roads of the country 
that trans-Missouri traffic must be carried 
via Chicago and rates maintained on that 
traffic without regard to disturbances caused 
by upper lake competition. 

There is general agreement, however, that 
Sioux City’s interests demand a transconti- 
nental line that shall be competitive. 

The racific Short Line, which has lately 
been projected from Sioux City to a connec- 
tion with the Centrai Pacific at Ogden, Utah, 
is now regarded as “another Richmond in 
the field.’”’ A section of 100 miles west from 
here has been graded and bridged and ma- 
terial for Hamar don. is now being deliv- 
ered. Workon the line from Ogden east 
bas been going on for the last’ eighteen 
months, and it now seems probable that the 
gap between Sioux City and Ogden, whic 
when filled, will furnish an independen 
transcontinental route, will soon be bridged 
by te joining in SoutBern Wyoming of the 
extensions from Sioux City and Ogden, 


Sale of the Forth Worth Road. 

New York, Nov. 26.—After a conference 
lasting all day between Charles Francis Ad- 
ams, President of the Union Pacific, and 
Morgan 8. Jones, Presideat of the Denver; 
Texas & Fort Worth company, it was an- 
nounced that the sale of the Fort Worth 
road had been settled, but that tne officials 
were not yet ready to give out a detailed 
statement.
